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Editorial 

We  have  pleasure  in  presenting  statistics  this  year  showing  the  largest 
increase  in  communicants  that  has  ever  been  recorded  in  the  American  Church. 
For  some  years  the  annual  gain  has  ranged  from  20,000  to  25,000,  sometimes 
falling  below  the  former  figure.  This  year  the  gain  is  28,511;  and  that  not¬ 
withstanding  a  formidable  though  only  apparent  decrease  of  3,458  in  one 
diocese,  caused  by  an  entire  and  systematic  revision  of  lists.  The  ratio  of 
net  increase  this  year  is  in  excess  of  3  per  cent,  as  compared  with  a  fraction 
under  3  per  cent  last  year;  and  last  year’s  ratio  was  greater  than  the 
average  in  recent  years. 

It  is  true  that  the  average  ratio  of  communicants  was  greater  from  ten 
to  twenty  years  ago  than  is  commonly  reported  now;  greater,  sometimes, 
than  the  large  ratio  of  increase  reported  for  the  present  year.  Yet  that  con¬ 
dition  was  reached  at  a  time  when  little  responsibility  was  felt  for  showing 
financial  and  other  returns  proportionate  to  numerical  strength.  The  varia¬ 
tion  between  a  possible  maximum  and  a  possible  minimum  in  computing  the 
number  of  communicants  in  any  parish  or  diocese  is  probably  at  least  twenty 
per  cent.  That  large  proportion  of  nominal  communicants  is  reasonably  sub¬ 
ject,  at  any  fixed  time,  to  a  question  mark.  It  includes  the  large  number 
who  are  not  regular  in  making  their  communions  and  those  whose  location 
may  be  unknown.  Particularly  is  this  the  case  in  the  cities,  wherein  people 
are  constantly  moving  from  place  to  place  and  where  the  most  careful  rector 
cannot  immediately  locate  many  of  the  rovers.  Names  ought  not  to  be 
dropped  immediately  upon  discovery  that  no  one  answers  to  them  when  inquiry 
is  made  at  their  last  place  of  residence;  and  no  fixed  rule  can  be  made  as 
to  the  length  of  time  they  are  to  be  carried  on  parochial  lists  after  they  have 
permanently  disappeared.  \ 

In  former  years  a  large  latitude  was  allowed  in  retaining  such  names  on 
parish  lists,  and  particularly  in  those  dioceses  in  which  parochial  representa¬ 
tion  in  convention  was  based  on  communicant  lists;  for  the  greater  the  num¬ 
ber  of  communicants  reported,  the  greater  was  the  representation  of  the  parish 
in  convention.  But  the  tendency  changed  when  the  general  missionary  appor¬ 
tionment  system  began  to  direct  attention  to  average  amounts  contributed  by 
the  communicants  in  the  several  dioceses.  Obviously,  the  larger  were  the  num¬ 
ber  of  the  debatable  names,  the  smaller  average  of  contributions  would 
be  shown.  And  so  lists  began  to  be  pruned,  to  the  great  havoc  of  the  sta¬ 
tistical  returns  of  the  Church.  The  average  yearly  net  gain  fell  quickly 
from  four  to  two  per  cent,  to  be  slowly  increased  by  real  growth  to  three, 
which  is  slightly  exceeded  this  year.  Yet  an  actual  count,  could  it  be  made,  as 
by  government  census  enumerators,  would  probably  at  least  double  the  number 
that  are  recorded  as  communicants  on  our  parish  records,  and  thus  in  the 
figures  annually  published  in  the  Annual. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  a  government  census  of  religion,  based  on  the 
figures  of  1906,  was  published  during  the  past  year.  Some  information 
gleaned  from  it  will  be  found  on  pages  56-58  of  this  volume.  It  must  not 
be  supposed  that  the  information  thus  given  is  the  result  of  official  count. 
The  census  bureau  obtained  the  official  returns  from  the  different  religious 
bodies,  and  used  those  as  the  basis  for  its  computations.  Hence,  only  those 
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are  counted  on  behalf  of  any  “Church”  whose  names  are  recorded  by  the 
local  organizations  of  such  bodies.  This  means  that  Roman  Catholic  strength 
is  greatly  over-stated  in  relation  to  that  of  other  bodies;  for  Rome  counts 
as  her  “population”  largely  those  whose  nationality  is  such  that  they 
ought  to  be  Roman  Catholics,  while  other  bodies  count  those  who  profess 
to  be,  or  who  are  recognized  individually  as  being,  actually  connected  with 
some  specific  congregation.  It  would  be  valuable  if  a  house-to-house  census 
by  government  enumerators  might  show  how  people  would  record  their  own 
religious  affiliations.  It  would  probably  double  the  reported  number  of  non- 
Roman  Christians,  but  it  would  also  show  the  enormous  leakage  from  every 
Christian  body  into  an  apathy  that  leads  to  an  entire  lack  of  connection  with 
organized  Christianity  in  any  form. 


In  comparing  the  year’s  statistics  with  those  of  last  year,  it  must,  un¬ 
happily,  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  tables  printed  in  the  Annual  for  1909 
(pp.  348-351),  and  the  summary  on  page  352,  entirely  omitted  the  count  for 
the  missionary  district  of  Kearney.  The  error  was  discovered  almost  imme¬ 
diately  after  publication,  but  not  until  after  the  advance  orders  had  been  filled. 
Notice  of  the  correction  was  at  once  given  publicity  through  the  Church  papers, 
and  an  additional  page  numbered  352a  was  inserted  in  all  copies  afterward 
sent  out.  The  editorial  review  of  statistics  made  last  year  was,  however,  based 
on  the  incomplete  tabulation.  The  reported  decrease  of  13  in  the  number  of 
clergy  was,  by  the  corrected  figures,  changed  to  a  gain  of  2. 

To  observe  now  a  gain  of  90  in  the  number  of  clergy  against  an  increase 
of  only  2  last  year,  is  distinctly  encouraging.  We  explained  last  year,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  practically  stationary  condition  of  the  clergy  list  then  was 
due  to  an  unprecedented  death  roll  and  an  exceptional  number  of  depositions. 
Last  year  the  necrology  contained  the  names  of  135  clergy  deceased  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  only  105  the  year  previous  and  94  this  year. 
The  depositions  recorded  last  year  were  41  against  only  18  this  year.  There 
were  2  restorations  of  faculties  of  deposed  priests  a  year  ago  as  compared 
with  5  this  year;  though  only  6  were  transferred  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  American  Church  last  year  as  against  8  this  year.  The  gross  losses  in 
the  clergy  list  reported  last  year,  not  counting  a  few  names  informally  dropped 
by  authority,  were,  therefore,  greater  by  65  than  they  are  this  year.  This, 
rather  than  last  year,  is,  however,  fairly  normal  in  these  matters,  so  that  the 
practical  suspension  of  a  gain  in  the  ministry  last  year,  rather  than  the 
considerable  gain  this  year,  is  to  be  considered  abnormal.  The  net  gain  of 
90  in  the  clergy  list  is  equivalent  to  a  net  gain  of  nearly  two  per  cent  in 
that  list;  and  the  total  number  of  new  names,  not  deducting  losses,  means 
that  210  new  clergymen  were  added  during  the  year,  being  approximately 
one  to  every  25  of  the  present  clergy.  Thus  viewed,  the  gain  in  the  number 
of  clergy  seems  fairly  satisfactory,  and  not  to  justify  the  gloomy  forebodings 
which  have  been  felt  relative  to  the  matter;  yet  when  it  is  recalled  that  the 
ratio  of  net  gain  is  little  more  than  half  the  ratio  of  gain  in  communicants, 
so  that  the  number  of  the  latter  to  each  clergyman  becomes  larger  and  larger 
year  by  year,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  increase  in  the  clergy  is  less  than  the 
work  of  the  Church  demands.  Candidates  for  orders  have  increased  by  5  and 
postulants  by  45  during  the  year,  while  there  are  also  206  more  lay  readers 
than  a  year  ago,  and  the  total  number  of  the  latter  is  now  more  than  half  the 
number  of  clergy  and  is  steadily  increasing  upon  it. 

A  decrease  of  40  in  the  number  of  parishes  and  missions  need  cause  no 
alarm.  There  is  a  constant  perplexity  to  discover  what  constitutes  a  mission, 
and  while  all  places  occasionally  visited,  as  preaching  stations,  are  counted 
as  missions  in  some  dioceses,  they  are  excluded  in  others.  It  seems  impos¬ 
sible  to  attempt  to  secure  uniformity  by  attempting  any  revision  in  the  pub- 
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lication  office,  and  the  number  of  parishes  and  missions  is  therefore  taken 
invariably  from  official  returns  with  no  attempt  at  coordination.  The  use 
of  the  statistical  tables  for  apportionment  purposes  enters  into  this  considera¬ 
tion  as  well,  since  dioceses  in  which  the  term  is  liberally  used  will  find  that 
they  are  heralded  to  the  world  as  near  the  bottom  of  a  list  of  dioceses  ar¬ 
ranged  according  to  the  ratio  of  parishes  and  missions  that  are  contributors 
toward  the  apportionment.  Analysis  of  the  present  tables  shows  that  the 
number  of  parishes  and  missions  has  been  reduced  from  95  to  66  in  Duluth, 
from  51  to  44  in  Western  Michigan,  from  53  to  20  in  Alaska,  and  from  45  to 
24  in  Nevada.  Each  of  these  dioceses  and  districts,  however,  except  Alaska, 
shows  normal  growth  in  other  statistics,  and  the  decrease  mentioned  can 
hardly  be  caused  otherwise  than  by  a  changed  method  of  reckoning. 

The  gain  in  baptisms,  1,814,  is  very  satisfactory.  That  for  infant  bap¬ 
tisms,  3,081,  must,  of  course,  be  modified  by  observing  that  the  number  of 
baptisms  not  specified  is  happily  reduced;  it  ought  to  disappear  altogether. 
A  total  increase  of  1,814  in  baptisms  means  that  about  75  per  cent  of  these 
is  in  baptisms  of  infants.  This,  it  will  be  recalled,  has  generally  been  the 
weak  feature  in  our  annual  statistics,  and  the  year’s  advance  is  therefore 
especially  satisfactory.  The  number  of  confirmed  within  the  year  is  greater 
by  835  than  the  number  reported'  last  year,  which  is  a  smaller  increase  than 
that  of  last  year. 

We  have  already  said  that  the  advance  in  the  communicant  list  is  greater 
than  has  been  the  case  in  any  previous  year,  and  that  the  ratio  of  advance, 
3  per  cent  +,  is  almost  as  great  as  was  reported  in  those  other  years  when 
parochial  lists  w’ere  less  carefully  pruned.  Indeed,  the  largest  ratio  of  in¬ 
crease  within  many  years  would  have  been  recorded  were  it  not  that  a  com¬ 
plete  and  systematic  revision  in  the  diocese  of  Milwaukee  has  resulted  in 
presenting  from  that  diocese  a  total  less  by  3,458  than  the  figures  of  last 
year.  The  number  dropped  in  that  diocese  is  equivalent  to  something  more 
than  y3  of  1  per  cent  on  the  entire  communicant  list  for  the  whole  American 
Church  and  cuts  off  30  per  cent  from  the  communicant  strength  of  the  diocese 
of  Milwaukee.  Notwithstanding  this,  the  other  figures  from  the  diocese  of 
Milwaukee  show  normal  gains.  Losses  reported  in  other  dioceses  may  gen¬ 
erally  be  imputed  to  a  like  more  careful  scrutiny  of  lists,  except  in  places 
such  as  Iowa,  where  a  considerable  migration  of  people  from  the  classes  that 
constitute  our  largest  numerical  standing  is  in  progress  from  the  diocese; 
and  in  California,  where  losses  continue  to  testify  to  the  complete  change  in 
the  population  of  San  Francisco  by  reason  of  the  earthquake  and  the  resulting 
fire.  Other  dioceses  showing  some  degree  of  decrease  are  Marquette,  Kansas 
City,  Michigan  City,  Quincy,  and  Tennessee,  with  the  missionary  districts  of 
Alaska,  Idaho,  and  Sacramento.  On  the  other  hand,  in  several  instances  in 
which  official  figures  show  a  loss,  we  are  able  to  make  sufficient  corrections  to 
offset  these  losses  in  part.  Thus  the  number  of  communicants  credited  to  dioceses 
in  the  general  tables  is  greater  than  the  official  figures  which  are  given  under  the ' 
diocesan  heads  by  28  in  Delaware ;  447  in  Kansas  City ;  and  38  in  Texas.  These 
figures  are  added  to  the  returns  by  reason  of  palpable  omissions  in  the 
tables  recorded  in  the  official  journals  for  which  no  allowance  is  made  in  the 
summaries.  In  another  diocese,  which  shall  be  nameless,  the  figures  officially 
reported  cut  down  the  communicant  list  more  than  one-lialf,  and  made  it  so 
small  as  to  challenge  scrutiny  from  the  start.  That  scrutiny  showed  that  three 
parishes  alone  within  the  diocese  reported  a  greater  number  of  communicants 
than  the  entire  total  discovered  by  the  secretary  in  compiling  his  statistics. 
His  excuse,  when  this  was  called  to  his  attention,  was  that  many  of  the 
parishes  had  not  reported.  Surely  a  secretary  is  under  obligation  to  correct  such 
palpable  errors  by  making  estimates,  if  he  cannot  obtain  returns,  and  where  he 
omits  or  declines  to  do  so,  the  diocese  may  well  select  another  secretary.  It  is  a 
grave  injustice,  not-  only  to  the  diocese,  but  to  the  Church  at  large,  when 
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no  attempt  is  made  to  present  statistics  of  reasonable  fullness  and  accuracy. 
In  a  few  other  dioceses  the  absence  of  tables  of  statistics  in  official  journals 
makes  it  impossible  to  verify  the  returns,  and  one  of  those  dioceses  reports  a 
decrease  which  might  possibly  be  accounted  for  if  such  verification  were 
possible.  The  loss  attributed  to  Michigan  City  is  caused  by  dropping  from 
the  list  104  communicants  heretofore  reported  as  in  “inactive  and  unorganized 
missions.”  If  that  number  had  been  carried  to  the  present  tables  as  formerly, 
there  would  be  a  total  gain  of  37.  Discrepancies  between  the  increased 
number  reported  for  Los  Angeles  and  for  Southern  Virginia  in  the  tables  as 
compared  with  the  returns  under  the  heads  of  these  dioceses,  respectively, 
are  due  to  the  fact  that  late  special  returns,  made  for  the  purpose,  were 
received  too  late  to  incorporate  in  the  diocesan  matter,  but  in  time  for  the 
tables,  the  latter  being  the  part  of  the  book  held  open  longest  for  corrections 
and  amplifications.  The  greatest  ratio  of  gain  is  11  per  cent  in  the  diocese 
of  Atlanta.  Next  comes  9  per  cent  in  Oregon;  8  per  cent  in  Montana  and 
Ohio;  7  per  cent  in  Southern  Virginia,  Vermont,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia; 
and  6  per  cent  in  Duluth,  Kentucky,  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  and  Western 
Massachusetts.  There  are  the  usual  fluctuations  in  the  missionary  field, 
ranging  from  a  gain  of  66  per  cent  in  the  Canal  Zone,  of  40  per  cent  in  the 
Philippines,  and  of  37  per  cent  in  Hankow,  to  a  loss  of  40  per  cent  in  Alaska. 

.We  are  unable  to  account  for  a  decrease  of  1,574  in  marriages.  The  de¬ 
crease  is  so  general  that  it  runs  through  most  of  the  dioceses  from  Alabama 
to  the  end  of  the  list,  and  yet  with  nothing  apparently  to  account  for  it, 
unless  it  be  attributed  to  economic  causes.  Moreover  the  recorded  loss  would 
have  been  still  greater,  were  it  not  that  neither  marriages  nor  burials  were 
reported  last  year  from  Kansas  by  reason  of  deficient  returns,  while  these 
are  correctly  counted  in  this  year’s  tables. 

Burials  are  increased  by  2,189.  If  the  decrease  shown  in  marriages  were 
duplicated  in  burials,  there  might  be  inferred  a  diminution  in  seeking  the 
ministrations  of  the  Church  for  these  occasional  offices.  It  is  impossible, 
however,  that  the  decrease  in  marriages  should  have  such  a  cause,  unless 
there  were  a  like  decrease  in  burials.  There  is  a  reasonably  satisfactory 
increase  in  the  figures  relating  to  Sunday  schools,  the  teachers  being  in¬ 
creased  by  about  2 ^  per  cent  and  the  scholars  by  a  little  over  1  per  cent. 
These  statistics,  again,  have  often  been  among  our  weakest  points  of  advance. 
Contributions  for  all  purposes  exceeded  $18,000,000,  and  are  greater  than 
those  of  the  year  previous  by  $368,351.63. 

The  tables  of  general  missionary  statistics,  which  will  be  found  on 
pages  353-354,  show  in  detail  the  contributions  from  parishes  and  indi¬ 
viduals  and  the  apportionment  against  the  dioceses,  but  take  no  account  of 
the  contributions  through  other  agencies,  as  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary  and  the 
Sunday  schools,  figures  for  which  not  being  available  at  the  moment  of 
going  to  press.  These  tables  show  the  total  raised  in  the  manner  stated  to 
be  $544,807.14,  coming  from  4,790  out  of  6,639  parishes  and  missions,  leaving 
1,849  that  contributed  nothing  in  this  manner.  Twenty- three  dioceses  and  24 
missionary  districts,  named  on  page  354,  completed  their  entire  apportionment.

In  the  year  1910  there  will  be  four  eclipses :  two  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the 
Moon. 

1.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  1910,  May  8,  invisible  in  Washington,  but  visible 
in  the  Indian  Ocean,  Australia,  and  the  South  Pacific  Ocean. 

2.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  1910,  May  23,  visible  at  Washington  ;  the  be¬ 
ginning  visible  generally  in  the  central  and  western  portions  of  Africa,  southwest 
Europe,  South  America,  North  America  (except  Alaska),  and  the  southern  Pacific 
Ocean;  the  ending  visible  generally  in  ‘  South  America,  North  America  (excepting 
Alaska),  and  the  central  and  southern  Pacific  Ocean. 

•  3.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  1910,  November  1,  invisible  at  Washington. 

4.  A  total  eclipse  iof  the  Moon,  1910,  November  16,  visible  at  Washington ; 
the  beginning  visible  generally  in  Africa,  Europe,  central  and  western  Asia,  South 
America,  and  eastern  North  America  ;  the  ending  visible  generally  in  Africa,  Europe, 
western  Asia,  North  and  South  America. 

The  distance  from  the  earth  is  given  in  units  of  the  mean  distance  of  the  earth 
from  the  sun,  92,800,000  miles.

Notes  on  the  Kalendar 

FOR  THE  YEAR  OF  OUR  LORD  1910 


The  Lectionary  in  the  accompanying 
tables  is  that  adopted  at  the  General 
Convention  of  1886,  being  the  only  one 
now  authorized.  The  “Table  of  Lessons 
for  the  Forty  Days  of  Lent,  and  for  the 
Rogation  and  Ember  Days,  which  may  be 
used  in  place,  of  those  appointed  in  the 
Calendar,”  is  printed  in  italics  through 
each  of  the  above  seasons.  The  alternate 
second  lessons  printed  in  italics  for 
each  Sunday  evening  are,  in  accordance 
with  the  following  direction,  placed  in 
the  Prayer  Book  by  the  General  Con¬ 
vention  of  1883 : 

“At  Evening  Prayer  on  Sunday,  the 
Minister  may  read  the  Lesson  from  the 
Gospels  appointed  for  that  day  of  the 
Month,  in  place  of  the  Second  Lesson 
for  the  Sunday.” 

The  following  rules  are  also  in  force  : 
“If  in  any  Church  upon  a  Sunday  or 
Holy  Day,  both  Morning  and  Evening 
Prayer  be  not  said,  the  Minister  may 
read  the  Lessons  appointed  for  Morning 
or  Evening  Prayer.” 

“Upon  any  day  for  which  no  Proper 
Lessons  are  provided,  the  Lessons  ap¬ 
pointed  in  the  Calendar  for  any  day  in 
the  same  week  may  be  read  in  place  of 
the  Lessons  for  the  Day.”

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GENERAL  GUIDE  TO  CLASSIFICATION  OF  DOMESTIC  MAIL  MATTER. 

First  Class. — Includes  matter  wholly  or  partly  in  writing  and  matter  closed 
against  inspection.  2  cents  per  ounce  or  fraction. 

Second  Class. — Includes  newspapers  and  periodicals  bearing  notice  of  entry  as 
second-class  matter.  1  cent  for  4  ounces  or  fraction,  except  when  mailed  by  pub¬ 
lishers. 

Third  Class. — Includes  all  printed  matter  upon  paper  not  having  the  nature  of 
actual,  personal  correspondence,  except  newspapers  and  periodicals  bearing  notice  of 
entry  as  second-class  matter.  1  cent  for  2  ounces  or  fraction. 

Fourth  Class. — Includes  merchandise  and  all  other  matter  not  comprehended  in 
the  first,  second,  and  third  classes,  1  cent  for  each  ounce  or  fraction.  Seeds,  bulbs, 
plants,  1  cent  for  2  ounces  or  fraction. 

Limit  of  Weight. — The  limit  of  weight  of  matter  in  the  domestic  mails  is  four 
(4)  pounds  for  each  package  thereof,  except 

1.  Single  books. 

2.  Documents  published  or  circulated  by  order  of  Congress. 

3.  Single  volumes  of  reading  matter  for  the  blind,  on  which  the  limit  of  weight 
is  ten  pounds. 

4.  Second-class  matter.  * 


DOMESTIC  MAIL  MATTER. 


Domestic  mail  matter  includes  matter  deposited  in  the  mails  for  local  delivery, 
or  for  transmission  from  one  place  to  another  within  the  United  States,  or  to  and 
from  or  between  the  possessions  of  the  United  States.  Porto  Rico  and  Hawaii  are 
included  in  the  term  “United  States.”  The  Philippine  Archipelago,  Guam,  Tutuila 
(including  all  adjacent  islands  of  the  Samoan  group  which  are  possessions  of  the 
United  States),  and  the  Canal  Zone  are  included  in  the  term  “Possessions  of  the 
United  States.”  The  term  “Canal  Zone”  includes  all  the  territory  purchased  from 
the  Republic  of  Panama,  embracing  the  “Canal  Zone”  proper  and  the  islands  in 
the  Bay  of  Panama  named  Perico,  Naos,  Culebra,  and  Flamenco. 

Domestic  rates  of  postage  apply  to  mail  matter  sent  from  the  United  States  to 
Canada,  Cuba,  Mexico,  the  Republic  of  Panama,  and  the  United  States  postal  agency 
at  Shanghai,  China,  and  the  matter  addressed  to  officers  or  members  of  the  crews  of 
the  vessels  of  war  of  the  United  States. 

POST  CARDS  (PRIVATE  MAILING  CARDS). 


Note. — Any  cards  issued  by  private  persons,  bearing  on  the  address  side  the 
words  “United  States,”  or  “United  States  of  America,”  in  similitude  of  the  regular 
United  States  postal  cards,  are  unmailable  at  any  rate  of  postage. 

1.  Post  cards  manufactured  by  private  parties,  bearing  either  written  or  printed 
messages,  are  transmissible  in  the  domestic  mails  prepaid  1  cent  and  in  the  mails 
of  the  Postal  Union  prepaid  2  cents  each,  by  stamps  affixed,  when  they  conform  to 
the  following  conditions: 

*  a.  A  “post  card”  must  be  an  unfolded  piece  of  cardboard  not  exceeding  9  by 
14  centimeters  (approximately  3  9-16  by  5  9-16  inches)  nor  less  than  7  by  10  centi¬ 
meters  (approximately  23  by  4  inches). 

b.  It  must  in  form  and  in  the  quality  and  weight  of  paper  be  substantially  like 
the  Government  postal  card. 

c.  It  may  be  of  any  color  not  interfering  with  a  legible  address  and  postmark. 

d.  It  may  or  may  not,  at  the  option  of  the  sender,  bear  near  the  top  of  the  face 


the  words,  “Post  Card.” 

e.  The  face  of  the  card  may  be  divided  by  a  vertical  line;  the  left  half  to  be 
used  for  a  message,  etc.,  but  that  to  the  right  for  the  address  only. 

f.  Very  thin  sheets  of  paper  may  be  attached  to  the  card,  and  then  only  on  con¬ 
dition  that  they  completely  adhere  thereto.  Such  sheets  may  bear  both  writing  and 

printing.  ,  , 

g.  Advertisements  and  illustrations' may  appear  on  the  back  of  the  card  and  on 


the  left  half  of  the  face. 

h.  Cards  bearing  particles  of  glass,  metal,  mica,  sand,  tinsel,  or  other  similar 
substances,  are  unmailable,  except  when  enclosed  in  envelopes  tightly  sealed  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  escape  of  such  particles,  or  when  treated  in  such  manner  as  will  prevent 
the  objectionable  substances  from  being  rubbed  off  or  injuring  persons  handling  the 
mails.  Cards  mailed  under  cover  of  sealed  envelopes  (transparent  or  otherwise)  are 
chargeable  with  postage  at  the  first-class  rate  and  the  postage  stamps  should  be 
affixed  to  the  envelopes  covering  the  same.  Postage  stamps  affixed  to  matter  in¬ 
closed  In  envelopes  can  not  be  recognized  in  payment  of  postage  thereon. 

Folded  advertising  cards  and  other  matter  entirely  in  print,  arranged  with  a 
detachable  part  intended  to  be  used  as  a  post  card  in  making  a  reply,  are  mailable 
as  third-class  matter. 
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Pieces  of  leather,  wood,  bark,  or  other  material  except  paper,  purporting  to  be 
post  cards  and  bearing  no  written  additions  unauthorized  by  section  483,  Postal  Laws 
and  Regulations  (see  paragraphs  13  to  16,  section  4),  when  sent  in  the  mails  un¬ 
sealed,  are  chargeable  with  postage  at  the  fourth-class  rate.  Such  matter  bearing 
written  additions  unauthorized  by  the  section  cited,  when  mailed,  is  subject  to  post¬ 
age  at  the  first-class  rate. 

UNMAILABLE  MATTER,. 

Unmailable  domestic  matter — that  is,  matter  which  is  not  admissible  to  the 
United  States  mails  for  delivery  in  the  United  States  or  in  any  of  its  possessions — 
includes: 

1.  All  matter  illegibly,  incorrectly,  or  insufficiently  addressed. 

2.  All  transient  second-class  matter  and  all  matter  of  the  third  or  fourth  class 
not  wholly  prepaid;  and  letters  and  other  first-class  matter  not  prepaid  for  one  full 
rate — 2  cents. 

3.  All  matter  weighing  over  4  pounds,  except  second-class  matter,  single  books, 
and  documents  printed  and  circulated  by  authority  of  Congress. 

4.  All  matter  harmful  in  its  nature,  as  poisons,  explosive  or  inflammable  ar¬ 
ticles,  matches,  live  or  dead  (but  not  stuffed)  animals  (see  par.  8,  sec.  13),  and 
reptiles,  fruits  or  vegetables  liable  to  decomposition,  guano,  or  any  article  exhaling 
a  bad  odor,  vinous,  spirituous  or  malt  liquors,  and  liquids  liable  to  explosion,  spon¬ 
taneous  combustion,  or  ignition  by  shock  or  jar,  such  as  kerosene  oil,  naphtha, 
benzine,  etc. 

5.  All  obscene,  lewd,  or  lascivious  matter,  and  every  article  or  thing  intended, 
designed,  or  adapted  for  any  indecent  or  immoral  purpose,  or  for  the  prevention  of 
conception  or  procuring  abortion.  “And  the  term  ‘indecent,’  within  the  intendment 
of  this  section,  shall  include  matter  of  a  character  tending  to  incite  arson,  murder, 
or  assassination.”  (Act  May  27,  1908.) 

6.  Postal,  post,  or  other  cards  mailed  without  wrappers  and  all  matter  bearing 
upon  the  outside  cover  or  wrapper  any  delineations,  epithets,  terms,  or  language  of 
an  indecent,  lewd,  lascivious,  obscene,  libelous,  scurrilous,  defamatory  or  threatening 
character,  or  calculated  by  the  terms  or  manner  or  style  of  display,  and  obviously 
intended  to  reflect  injuriously  upon  the  character  or  conduct  of  another. 

7.  Post  cards  bearing  particles  of  glass,  metal,  mica,  sand,  tinsel,  or  other  simi¬ 
lar  substances,  are  unmailable,  except  when  inclosed  in  envelopes. 

8.  All  matter  concerning  any  lottery,  so-called  gift  concert,  or  other  enterprise 
of  chance,  or  concerning  schemes  devised  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  money  or 
property  under  false  pretenses. 

MISCELLANEOUS  ITEMS. 

Advertised  mail  matter. — All  mail  matter  advertised  as  undelivered  is  subject 
by  law  to  a  charge  of  1  cent  in  addition  to  the  regular  postage,  to  be  collected  from 
the  addressee  on  delivery. 

Complaints. — All  complaints  in  regard  to  mail  matter  should  be  addressed  to 
the  postmaster  supposed  to  be  at  fault,  and  whenever  possible  they  should  be  accom¬ 
panied  with  the  envelope  or  wrapper  of  the  piece  of  mail  matter  to  which  the  com¬ 
plaint  refers.  Complaints  in  general  affecting  the  service  should  likewise  be  ad¬ 
dressed  to  the  postmaster,  but  when  that  course  is  manifestly  improper  under  the 
circumstances,  they  should  be  addressed  to  the  Postmaster-General,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Concealed  matter. — For  knowingly  concealing  or  inclosing  any  matter  of  a 
higher  class  in  that  of  a  lower  class,  and  depositing  or  causing  the  same  to  be  de¬ 
posited  for  conveyance  by  mail  at  a  less  rate  than  would  be  charged  for  such  higher 
and  lower  class,  the  offender  will  be  liable  for  every  such  offense  to  a  fine  of  $10. 

Dead  letters. — All  inquiries  relative  to  mail  matter  known  to  have  been  sent  to 
the  Division  of  Dead  Letters  should  be  addressed  to  the  Fourth  Assistant  Postmaster- 
General,  Division  of  Dead  Letters;  and  in  such  cases  the  letter  of  inquiry  must  state 
to  whom  and  what  postoffice  the  article  was  addressed,  and  give  the  name  and  full 
address  of  the  writer  or  sender,  the  date  and  place  of  mailing,  and  a  brief  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  contents. 

Lists  of  names. — Postmasters  are  forbidden  to  furnish  lists  of  names  of  persons 
receiving  mail  at  their  postofflces. 

Lost  mail. — All  inquiries  by  the  public  relative  to  lost  or  missing  mail  matter  of 
every  description,  either  foreign  or  domestic,  ordinary  or  registered,  should  be  ad¬ 
dressed  to  the  postmaster,  who  will  forward  the  complaint  to  the  proper  officer  of 
the  department.  An  early  report  is  advised,  as  the  chance  of  recovery  is  thereby 
increased. 

Books  of  postage  stamps. — One  cent  and  two  cent  postage  stamps  bound  in  book 
form  are  on  sale  at  postoffices  at  an  advance  of  1  cent  per  book  over  the  postage 
value,  as  follows:

SPECIAL  DELIVERY. 

A  special-delivery  stamp,  or  ten  cents’  worth  of  ordinary  stamps  in  addition  to 
the  lawful  postage,  secures  the  immediate  delivery  of  any  piece  of  mail  matter  at 
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any  United  States  postoffice  within  the  letter-carrier  limits  of  city  delivery  offices 
and  within  a  mile  limit  of  any  other  postoffice.  When  ordinary  stamps  are  used  to 
obtain  immediate  delivery  of  mail  the  words  “Special  Delivery  must  be  written  or 
printed  on  the  envelope  or  covering. 

Special  delivery  matter  may  be  forwarded,  but  is  not  entitled  to  special  delivery 
at  the  second  office  of  address  unless  forwarded  on  a  general  forwarding  request 
before  attempt  at  delivery  has  been  made  at  the  postoffice  of  original  address. 

Rural  letter  carriers  are  required  to  deliver  special-delivery  mail  at  the  resi¬ 
dences  of  patrons  of  their  routes  if  they  live  within  one-half  mile  of  the  routes. 
Special-delivery  matter  addressed  to  patrons  of  rural  delivery  who  reside  more  than 
one-half  mile  from  the  routes  will  be  placed  in  the  box  of  the  addressee  in  the 
same  manner  as  ordinary  mail. 

REGISTRY  SYSTEM.

Registered  mails  reach  every  postoffice  in  the  world.  The  system  provides!  for 
special  care  and  correct  delivery.

Letters  and  other  articles  for  foreign  countries  if  admissible  to  the  Postal  Union 
mails  ( except  Parcels-Post  packages  for  Barbadoes,  France,  Great  Britain,  ine 
Netherlands  and  Uruguay)  may  be  registered  as  well  as  those  addressed  to  domestic 
destinations 

A  receipt  is  given  to  the  sender  for  every  piece  registered,  and  a  second  receipt 
from  the  addressee  or  his  authorized  agent  is  returned  to  the  sender  without  extra 
charge  therefor,  but  to  obtain  a  receipt  from  the  addressee  for  an  article  addressed 
to  a  foreign  country  the  words  “Return  Receipt  Demanded  must  be  placed  across 

the  face  of  the  letter  or  parcel.  .  ., 

In  case  of  its  loss,  the  sender  or  owner  of  a  registered  article  prepaid  at  the 
letter  rate  of  postage,  mailed  at,  and  addressed  to  a  United  States  postoffice  is 
indemnified  for  its  value  up  to  $50.  Parcels  prepaid  at  the  letter  rate  should  be 
scslIgcL 

In’  case  of  loss  of  a  registered  article  mailed  in  or  addressed  to  a  foreign  country 
embraced  in  the  Universal  Postal  Union,  except  Parcels-Post  mail,  and  except  in 
case  of  force  majeure  (beyond  control),  the  sender,  or  at  his  request  the  addressee, 
is  entitled  to  indemnity  for  its  value  up  to  fifty  francs  (or  its  equivalent  in  United 

States  money).  FOREIGN  CLASSIFICATION. 

Articles  for  or  from  foreign  countries  (except  Canada,  Cuba,  Mexico,  and  the 
Republic  of  Panama)  are  classified  as  “letters,”  “post  cards,”  "printed  matter, 
“commercial  or  business  papers,”  and  "samples  of  merchandise.”  , 

Letters  for  Newfoundland,  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
and  for  Germany  by  direct  steamer,  for  each  ounce  or  fraction  thereof,  2  cents.

A  "reply  coupon"  may  be  purchased  (price  six  (6)  cents)  at  postofflces.  which 
upon  presentation  at  a  postofflce  in  the  principal  countries  of  the  world  will  entitle 
the  person  presenting  it  to  receive  (without  charge)  a  postage  stamp  of  that  country 
equivalent  in  value  to  a  5-cent  United  States  postage  stamp  By  this  arrangement  a 
person  in  the  United  States  can  furnish  his  correspondent  in  any  of  such  countries 
a  postage  stamp  with  which  to  prepay  postage  on  a  reply  to  his  letter.

b.  Parcels-Post  packages  addressed  for  delivery  at  any  postoffice  in  Formosa  or 
Corea,  or  in  the  cities  in  China  and  Manchuria  named  in  the  U.  S.  Postal  Guide,  are 
mailable  at  the  postage  rate  and  subject  to  the  conditions  applicable  to  Parcels-Post 
packages  addressed  for  delivery  in  Japan. 

Size  and  weight  of  packages. — A  package  must  not  measure  more  than  3  feet 
6  inches  in  length,  and  6  feet  in  length  and  girth  combined,  except  that  packages 
sent  to  Mexico,  Colombia,  and  Costa  Rica  may  not  measure  over  2  feet  in  length. 
The  weight  of  a  single  package  is  limited  to  11  pounds,  except  that  parcels  for 
France,  Hongkong,  Japan,  Norway,  Belgium,:  Australia,  Sweden,  Denmark,  and  The 
Netherlands,  must  not  weigh  more  than  4  pounds  6  ounces  nor  exceed  $50  in  value; 
and  a  parcel  for  Peru  or  Ecuador  must  not  exceed  $50  in  value. 

Postage  rates. — Postage  must  be  prepaid  in  full  by  stamps  affixed  at  the  rate  of 
12  cents  a  pound  or  fraction  of  a  pound.  Registry  fee,  8  cents  in  addition  to  post¬ 
age.  Letters  or  other  communications  in  writing  must  not  be  inclosed  with  such 
packages. 

Customs  declaration. — A  customs  declaration  furnished  by  the  postmaster,  must 
be  properly  filled  out  and  firmly  attached  to  the  cover  of  the  package  in  such  a 
manner  that  it  does  not  seal  or  close  the  package,  so  that  it  can  be  easily  opened. 

Customs  duties. — The  Postoffice  Department  can  not  state  what  articles  are  liable 
to  customs  duties  in  foreign  countries,  and  consequently  does  not  exclude  articles  of 
merchandise  from  the  mails  for  foreign  countries  because  they  may  be  liable  to  cus¬ 
toms  duties  in  the  countries  to  which  they  are  addressed. 

Customs  duties  cannot  be  prepaid  by  the  senders  of  dutiable  articles;  they  will 
be  collected  of  addressees  if  the  articles  are  delivered. 

Dutiable  articles  forwarded  to  the  United  States  from  foreign  countries  are  de¬ 
livered  to  addresses  at  postoffices  of  destination  upon  compliance  with  certain  condi¬ 
tions  and  the  payment  of  the  duties,  levied  thereon.

ALABAMA,  DIOCESE  OF. 

The  question  of  the  division  of  the  diocese  was  broached  by  the  Bishop 
at  the  annual  council,  and  a  committee,  reporting  upon  the  matter,  advo¬ 
cated  the  division,  and  suggested  at  the  same  time  the  line  of  division  and 
the  disposition  of  certain  church  property  owned  by  the  diocese.  The  line  of 
division  agreed  on.  is  the  south  line  of  the  counties  of  Randolph,  Clay,  Tal¬ 
ladega,  Shelby,  Bibb,  Hale,  Greene,  and  Sumter.  The  proposed  northern 
diocese  would  contain  a  population  of  882,824,  and  the  southern  diocese  a 
population  of  943,761.  The  entire  matter  was  fully  discussed,  and  the  Coun¬ 
cil  finally  adopted  the  resolutions  to  the  effect:  that  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  the  division  of  the  diocese  be  received,  but  that  final  action  be  not 
taken  until  after,  the  report  of  a  committee  to  the  next  Council,  said  com¬ 
mittee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  and  to  take  into  consideration  the  finan¬ 
cial  equities  and  assets  of  the  two  dioceses  and  the  support  of  the  Episcopate 
in  each  diocese. 

AMERICAN  CHURCH  UNION. 


An  organization  has  been  formed  bearing  the  above  title,  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  declaration  of  principles:

“2.  The  admission  to  the  Holy  Communion  of  persons  who  have  not  heen 
confirmed  by  Bishops  of  the  Church  ;  and  who  have  not  professed  their  desire  to 
be  so  confirmed.  c 
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“3.  The  permission  to  persons  not  communicants  of  the  Anglican  body  to 
teach  and  preach  to  our  congregations. 

“The  American  Church  Union  pledges  itself  to  resist  these  and  all  other  con 
traventions  of  the  Faith  of  the  Church  as  enshrined  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer.” 

ANGLICAN  AND  EASTERN  ORTHODOX  CHURCHES  UNION. 

This  society  formed  in  England  has  been  introduced  into  the  United 
States  and  the  Bishops  of  Southern  Florida  and  Chicago  have  been  added  to 
the  number  of  patrons  on  the  International  committee.  Representatives  of 
the  Russian  mission  in  the  United  States  have  expressed  themselves  most 
cordially  with  respect  to  this  organization,  and  took  part  with  those  of  the 
American  Church  at  a  joint  service  held  at  the  Church  of  the  Transfigura¬ 
tion  in  New  York  in  October,  1908,  when  three  Anglican  and  one  Orthodox 
Bishops  were  present.  The  New  England  Missionary  Department  Council 
also  appointed  a  Standing  Committee  on  the  subject  of  Reunion  with  the 
East,  at  the  instance  of  the  diocese  of  New  Hampshire,  which  had  previously 
taken  such  action,  and  later  the  Missionary  District  of  Southern  Florida 
did  the  same. 

In  May  a  similar  joint  service  was  held  at  the  Church  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelist,  Boston,  when  an  American  branch  of  the  parent  organization  was 
affected.  In  Japan  there  has  been  a  similar  effort  to  bring  the  American 
and  the  Eastern  Churches  into  closer  touch,  and  a  society  has  been  organized 
with  a  council  of  three  members  from  each  communion.  A  joint  meeting  was 
held  in  June  at  which  the  Russian  Bishop  in  Japan  was  present.  In  the  or¬ 
ganization  that  lias  been  effected,  the  American  Bishop  of  Tokyo  is  vice  presi¬ 
dent  and  the  Russian  Archbishop  becomes  a  patron.  The  object  of  the  so¬ 
ciety  was  declared  by  resolution  to  be: 

“(a)  To  promote  friendly  intercourse  on  the  basis  of  the  conviction 
that  the  Nippon  Sei  Kokwai  and  the  Hristos  Sei  Kyokwai  are  specially  near 
to  each  other  in  sisterly  relationship  through  Christ  our  Lord,  and  (6)  to 
devise  means  for  study  in  a  peaceable  and  loving  spirit  the  differences  between 
the  two  Churches.” 

ARMENIAN  CHURCH. 

The  Armenian  mission  in  this  country,  which  has  attained  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  extent,  lost  its  Archbishop  by  his  return  to  Turkey  in  the  winter 
of  1908-’09.  Shortly  after  his  arrival  in  Constantinople,  the  Archbishop  was 
stricken  with  apoplexy  and  died.  The  religious  census  taken  under  govern¬ 
ment  auspices  on  the  basis  of  figures  of  1906,  shows  the  Armenian  Church 
to  have  in  the  United  States  73  local  organizations  with  nearly  20,000  com¬ 
municants,  but  only  three  church  buildings. 

ATLANTA,  DIOCESE  OF. 

The  meeting  of  the  first  annual  council  of  the  newly  organized  diocese 
in  December,  1908,  was  signalized  by  the  consecration  of  All  Saints’  Church, 
Atlanta,  a  very  fine  edifice,  which  had  been  erected  by  a  parish  of  only  a 
few  years’  history,  which  yet  has  become  the  largest  contributor  within  the 
diocese  to  missions. 

BETHLEHEM,  DIOCESE  OF. 

This  title,  in  place  of  the  former  title  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  was 
finally  adopted  by  the  Convention  of  that  diocese  at  its  session  for  1909. 
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BREWSTER,  BENJAMIN. 

Missionary  Bishop  of  Western  Colorado,  was  born  in  New  Haven,  Conn.,  in  1860, 
and  is  a  descendant  of  the  famous  “Elder  Brewster”  of  colonial  days  and  a 
brother  to  the  present  Bishop  of  Connecticut.  He  was  graduated  at  Yale 
University  with  the  degree  of  B.A.  in  1882  and  at  the  General  Theological 
Seminary  with  that  of  B.D.  in  1886.  In  the  latter  year  he  was  ordained 
deacon  and  in  the  year  following  priest,  both  by  Bishop  Henry  C.  Potter  of 
New  York.  His  term  as  deacon  was  spent  as  assistant  at  Calvary  Church, 
New  York,  and  he  became  vicar  of  Calvary  Chapel  on  his  advancement  to  the 
priesthood.  He  was  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  South 
Orange,  N.  J.,  from  1891  to  1895,  and  from  the  latter  year  until  1906  was 
rector  of  Grace  Church,  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  during  which  period  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  that  diocese.  He  became  Dean  of  S. 
Mark’s  Cathedral,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  in  1906,  and  continued  in  that 
position  until  advanced  to  the  episcopate.  He  was  consecrated  in  the  Salt 
Lake  City  Cathedral  on  June  17,  1909,  by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  assisted  .by 
the  Bishops  of  California  and  Connecticut  as  co-consecrators ;  the  Bishops  of 
Salina  and  Utah  as  presenters;  while  the  Bishop  of  Connecticut  was  preacher. 

BROTHERHOOD  OF  ST.  ANDREW. 

The  national  convention  of  the  Brotherhood  was  held  in  October,  1908, 
in  Milwaukee.  Statistics  of  the  organization  gathered  in  the  fall  of  1909 
are  as  follows :  During  the  year  past  there  have  been  chartered  45  new  chap¬ 
ters  and  45  probationary  chapters,  and  55  dormant  chapters  have  been  revived. 
In  the  Junior  Department  there  are  70  new  chapters,  38  new  probationary 
chapters,  and  19  revived.  The  contributions  toward  the  Forward  Movement 
Fund  have  been  a  little  more  than  $18,000,  being  over  $3,000  more  than  for 
the  preceding  year.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  local 
assemblies  during  the  year,  including  formation  of  an  assembly  in  the  Panama 
Canal  Zone.  A  week  of  prayer  for  the  spread  of  Christ’s  Kingdom,  beginning 
November  28,  1909,  will  be  observed  as  usual.  There  are  five  field  secretaries. 

CALIFORNIA,  DIOCESE  OF. 

At  the  diocesan  convention  of  1909  an  important  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Social  Service  was  received.  It  was  an  important  resumg  of  social 
conditions  and  needs  in  the  state  and  in  the  city,  and  led  eventually  to  the 
passage  of  several  resolutions,  among  which  were  (1 )  a  call  upon  the  municipal 
authorities  to  enforce  the  present  tenement  house  law.  (2)  That  the  con¬ 
vention  endorse  the  tenement  house  bill  now  before  the  Legislature.  (3) 
That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  requested  to  eliminate  from  the  city 
budget  the  income  derived  from  the  licensing  of  slot  machines  and  take  steps 
to  have  these  machines  prohibited  here  as  in  other  cities.  (4)  That  the  con¬ 
vention  endorse  several  pending  bills  relating  to  Child  Labor.  (5)  That 
the  convention  urge  upon  the  city  authorities  that  pending  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  new  city  and  county  hospital,  temporary  arrangements  be  made 
for  the  special  hospital  treatment  of  tuberculosis  patients. 

The  hope  was  suggested  by  the  Bishop  that  the  next  Convention  might 
possibly  he  able  to  meet  in  the  crypt  of  the  new  Cathedral.  A  pleasant 
feature  of  the  convention  was  the  presentation  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lloyd  of  a 
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Prayer  Book  and  Hymnal  as  a  memento  of  his  visit  to  California.  The  Bishop 
of  Sacramento  and  the  Eev.  Dr.  Worcester  of  Boston  were  other  distinguished 
visitors. 

CANADA,  CHURCH  IN. 

Changes  in  the  episcopate  have  been  the  elevation  of  the  Bishop  of  Ot¬ 
tawa,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  Hamilton,  D.D.,  to  the  rank  of  Archbishop,  Metro¬ 
politan,  and  Primate,  in  succession  to  the  late  Archbishop  of  Toronto,  Dr. 
Sweatman,  who  died  January  24,  1909.  The  Bishopric  of  Toronto  was  filled 
by  the  choice  of  the  Ven.  Archdeacon  J.  F.  Sweeny.  The  vacancy  in  the  episco¬ 
pate  of  Montreal,  caused  by  the  death  of  Bishop  Carmichael,  led  to  the  elec¬ 
tion  in  October,  1908,  of  the  Bishop  of  Stepney  in  England  (now  Archbishop 
of  York),  who  responded  by  cablegram  declining  his  election.  In  November 
the  diocese  elected  the  Very  Rev.  John  C.  Farthing,  D.D.,  and  he  accepted 
and  was  consecrated.  Bishop  Farthing  was  born  in  Cincinnati,  but  edu¬ 
cated  in  England  and  ordained  in  Canada,  where  his  entire  ministry  has 
been  spent.  In  the  province  of  Rupert’s  Land  Bishop  Holmes  has  been  trans¬ 
lated  from  Moosonee  to  Athabasca  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  George  Anderson, 
D.D.,  succeeds  him  in  the  former  see.  The  Rev.  Malcolm  McAdam  Harding  was 
also  elevated  to  the  episcopate,  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Q’Appelle. 

The  diocese  of  Montreal  celebrated  its  jubilee  at  the  opening  of  the 
synod  on  February  9th,  which  was  the  first  synod  over  which  the  new  Bishop 
presided.  The  synod  authorized  the  purchase  of  paintings  of  the  late  Bishop 
Oxenden,  Archbishop  Bond,  and  Bishop  Carmichael.  A  painting  of  the  first 
Bishop,  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Fulford,  has  been  in  the  Synod  Hall  for  many 
years. 

CENSUS,  RELIGIOUS. 

For  the  first  time  since  1890  the  United  States  Census  Bureau  has  issued 
a  religious  census  based  on  figures  of  1906.  There  are  217  religious  bodies 
reported  in  the  United  States,  but  most  of  these  are  grouped  into  families 
and  some  are  very  small.  The  strength  of  the  ten  largest  groups  with  com¬ 
parison  of  their  strength  in  1890  is  reported  as  follows:

The  sum  total  of  members  of  Christian  bodies  reported  in  1906  is  32,- 
936,445  as  compared  with  20,597,954  in  1890,  an  increase  of  12,367,530,  or 
60.4  per  cent.  The  most  notable  increase,  and  one  that  is  of  peculiar  sig¬ 
nificance  to  Churchmen,  is  that  the  Eastern  Orthodox  Churches  reported 
129,606  in  1906,  against  only  600  in  1890,  an  increase  of  129,006  or  21,501 
per  cent.  The  numbers  of  the  Roman  Catholics  have  almost  doubled  in  that 
period,  the  increase  being  from  6,241,708  in  1890  to  12,079,142  in  1906,  an 
increase  of  5,837,434  or  93.5  per  cent. 

Of  the  total  number  of  members  reported,  61.6  per  cent,  were  returned 
by  the  Protestant  bodies;  36.7  per  cent.,  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Church;  and 
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1.7  per  cent,  by  all  other  bodies  together.  In  1890  the  Protestant  bodies  re¬ 
ported  68  per  cent,  of  the  total  membership;  the  Roman  Catholic  Church, 
30.3  per  cent.;  and  “all  other”  bodies  together,  1.7  per  cent. 

Both  Roman  Catholic  and  Protestant  bodies  are  increasing  considerably 
in  advance  of  the  increase  in  the  population,  so  that  the  percentage  of  the 
population  who  were  Church  members  was  larger  by  6.4  per  cent  in  1906 
than  in  1890.  The  Roman  Catholic  increase  is  very  considerably  larger  than 
the  Protestant  increase,  but  it  is  gained  chiefly  by  immigration.  The  relative 
gain  in  advance  of  the  population  is  thus  summarized:  .  Protestant  bodies, 
1.8;  Roman  Catholic  Church,  4.4;  and  all  other  bodies  together,  one-tenth  of 
1  per  cent. 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  STATISTICS. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  is  credited  with  6,845  organizations, 
such  as  we  term  parishes  and  missions,  being  an  increase  of  36  per  cent, 
since  1890.  Communicant  membership  is  placed  at  886,942,  an  increase  in 
the  same  period  of  66.7  per  cent.  The  average  number  of  communicants  to 
each  organization  or  parish  (including  missions)  is  132.  Classified  by  sex, 
35.5  per  cent  are  males  and  64.5  per  cent  females.  There  are  reported  6,922 
church  edifices,  an  increase  in  sixteen  years  of  37.9  per  cent.;  and  257  halls 
and  other  buildings  are  used  in  lieu  of  churches.  The  seating  capacity  of 
church  edifices  is  1,675,750,  an  increase  of  25.4  per  cent.  The  reported  value 
of  Church  property  is  $125,040,498,  being  an  increase  of  54  per  cent.  This 
gives  an  average  for  each  parish  of  $20,644.  Debts  on  Church  property  ag¬ 
gregate  $4,930,914,  being  3.9  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  property  and  an 
average  of  $4,877  for  each  parish.  There  are  2,706  parsonages  (rectories) 
with  a  total  value  of  $13,207,084,  the  average  per  parish  being  $4,881. 

Sunday  school  reports  come  from  only  76  per  cent,  of  the  total  number 
of  our  parishes  and  would,  therefore,  seem  to  be  quite  defective,  although 
the  number  of  “organizations”  would  include  a  considerable  number  of  mis¬ 
sion  stations,  at  some  of  which  no  Sunday  school  is  maintained.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  separate  schools  reported  is  5,601,  with  a  total  of  officers  and  teachers 
of  51,048,  and  of  scholars,  464,351. 

The  total  number  of  ministers  is  placed  at  5,368,  being  an  increase  in 
sixteen  years  of  29.5  per  cent.  As  a  basis  of  comparison  it  may  be  noted 
that  the  average  “Protestant”  increase  in  ministers  in  a  like  period  has  been 
47  per  cent.,  and  of  Roman  Catholics  65.6  per  cent.  On  the  other  hand, 
it  is  proper  to  note  that  where,  among  Protestant  bodies,  the  increase  has 
been  larger  than  that  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  it  is  for  the  most 
part  among  bodies  not  maintaining  the  highest  standards  of  education.  The 
ratio  of  increase  in  different  bodies  is  far  from  uniform.  It  is  131  per  cent, 
among  Disciples;  70  per  cent,  among  Lutherans  and  Baptists;  35  per  cent, 
among  the  Reformed  bodies;  32  per  cent,  among  Methodists;  19  per  cent, 
among  Presbyterians. 

The  number  of  Protestant  Episcopal  churches  especially  for  colored  people 
is  198,  where  there  were  only  49  in  1890.  The  number  of  communicants  in 
such  churches  (which  does  not  include  communicants  in  churches  not  dis¬ 
tinctively  for  the  colored  race)  is  19,098,  against  only  2,977  in  1890.  The 
value  of  Church  property  for  that  race  is  $1,773,279,  as  against  $192,750 
sixteen  years  ago. 

The  accompanying  diagram  shows  the  relative  strength  of  religious 
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bodies  in  the  United  States  as  reported  in  this  census,  though  it  should  be 
observed  that  Roman  Catholic  figures  embrace  the  entire  population  claimed 
as  tributary  to  that  body,  where  figures  for  other  bodies  are  confined  to 
their  communicants.

CENTRAL  NEW  YORK,  DIOCESE  OF. 

At  the  diocesan  convention  the  constitutional  name  of  the  Church  in 
the  diocese  was  changed  from  the  “Protestant  Episcopal  Church”  to  the 
“Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York.”  The  amendment  was  first 
made  last  year  and  “approved  to  lie  over  for  the  consideration  and  final  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  next  Annual  Convention”  (page  46  of  Journal,  1908).  At  the 
recent  annual  convention  the  amendment  was  passed  unanimously.  The 
amendment  is  the  first  Article  of  the  Constitution.  The  old  Constitution  was 
adopted  June  14,  1870. 

CHICAGO,  DIOCESE  OF. 

An  extended  report  of  the  Commission  of  Social  Service  to  the  diocesan 
council,  having  reference  to  the  relation  of  the  Church  to  labor,  Child  Pro¬ 
tection,  the  Saloon  and  Associated  Evils,  the  Social  Evil,  and  Public  Health, 
attracted  widespread  interest  and  was  a  complete  discussion  of  each  of  these 
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topics  with  relation  to  the  city  of  Chicago.  The  report  was  printed  in  full 
in  The  Living  Chubch  of  June  26th  and  July  3d,  1909. 

CHINA,  ANGLICAN  MISSIONS  IN. 

A  conference  of  the  various  Anglican  missions  in  China  from  eight  dio¬ 
ceses,  including  natives  and  foreigners,  English  and  American,  was  held  at 
St.  John’s  University,  Shanghai,  in  March.  The  manifold  character  of  mis¬ 
sionary  work  in  this  land  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  it  was  necessary  that 
the  proceedings  be  carried  on  in  several  different  languages  and  dialects 
simultaneously.  Organization  was  effected  to  embrace  all  of  these  mis¬ 
sions  somewhat  after  the  Japanese  precedent  and  with  a  name  signifying 
“Holy  Catholic  Church  in  China.”  It  is  believed  that  this  forward  step  in 
embracing  Anglican  unity,  though  work  is  done  by  means  of  three  missionary 
boards,  will  be  quite  effective.  The  Chinese  delegates  adopted  an  address  of 
thanks  to  the  Mother  Churches  in  England  and  America  “for  the  planting, 
care,  and  protection  given  to  the  Church  in  China  during  the  past  sixty 
years  or  more,  which  have  brought  her  to  her  present  position.  In  view 
of  the  political  and  social  changes  which  are  going  on  in  our  country,  and  of 
the  fact  that  the  minds  of  the  people  are  more  enlightened  and  more  ready 
to  accept  the  true  religion,  we  appeal  to  our  Mother  Churches  to  send  us 
more  missionaries  to  help  us  in  building  up  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  in 
propagating  the  Gospel  in  places  where  our  Church  has  not  yet  been  repre¬ 
sented.” 

The  opening  of  the  catechetical  school  in  Hankow  is  an  important  feature 
during  the  year. 

CHURCH  CONGRESS. 

The  Church  Congress  of  1909  was  held  in  Boston  during  the  week  be¬ 
ginning  Teusday,  May  11th,  the  opening  sermon  being  preached  by  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  New  Hampshire.  The  following  were  the  subjects  discussed  at 
the  Congress:  Socialism  in  Relation  to  Christianity;  The  Alleged  Incom¬ 
patibility  of  Genius  and  Orthodoxy;  The  Ethical  Aspects  of  Gambling;  The 
Possible  Contribution  of  Oriental  Thought  to  Present  Day  Christianity; 
Psychotherapy  as  an  Aid  in  Pastoral  Work;  The  Outlook  for  Visible  Church 
Unity;  and  The  Office  and  Work  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

CONNECTICUT,  DIOCESE  OF. 

Important  negotiations  looking  toward  ultimate  Christian  unity  have 
been  under  way  in  Connecticut.  At  the  diocesan  convention  in  June  the 
Bishop  reported  in  his  address  that  the  last  Congregational  Conference  of 
Connecticut  took  the  following  action: 

“Wheheas,  The  Conference  of  Bishops  of  the  Anglican  Communion,  recently 
held  In  London,  have  given  expression  to  the  conviction  that  ‘for  the  effective  con¬ 
duct  of  the  war  against  mighty  forces  of  evil  in  Christian  lands,  a  new  demand  for 
Christian  unity’  has  arisen  ;  and,  besides  other  notable  utterances  looking  towards 
a  greater  comprehension  of  the  Christian  Churches,  they  have  resolved  that  It  is 
desirable  ‘to  arrange  conferences  with  representatives  of  other  Christian  Churches, 
and  meetings  for  common  acknowledgment  of  the  sins  of  division,  and  for  inter¬ 
cession  for  the  growth  of  unity’ ;  therefore 

“Resolved,,  That  this  Conference,  appreciating  the  spirit  of  this  utterance,  and 
recognizing  the  supreme  importance  of  the  realization  of  the  visible  unity  of  the 
Christian  Church,  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  take  under  consideration  our 
relations  and  obligations  to  other  Christian  bodies,  to  further  during  the  coming 
year  any  such  conferences  for  this  end  which  the  committee  may  deem  desirable, 
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and  to  report  upon  the  whole  subject  of  Church  unity  at  the  next  annual  meeting 
of  this  Conference.” 

Upon  this  committee  were  appointed  two  distinguished  divines  and  the 
Chief  Justice  of  the  State. 

A  conference  between  both  parties  was  held  in  May  at  the  Bishop’s  in¬ 
vitation  and  a  full  and  frank  discussion  was  had,  which  the  Bishop  believed 
would  be  productive  of  results.  Subsequently  the  Congregationalists  issued 
a  “minute”  in  regard  to  the  conference  with  Bishop  Brewster.  The  minute 
is  signed  by  Dr.  Newman  Smyth  and  two  others  and  states  that: 

“As  a  result  of  this  interchange  of  views,  certain  methods  of  approach  were 
suggested  as  possible,  viz. : 

“1.  Forms  of  Worship. — Might  not  agreement  be  reached  in  conformity  with 
the  constitution  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  with  due  regard  to  the  diversities 
of  the  Churches,  by  the  Episcopal  recognition  in  other  congregations  of  such  free¬ 
dom  in  worship  as  might  be  congenial  and  habitual  among  them? 

“2.  Church  Membership. — Might  not  an  orderly  unity  be  attained  by  further 
mutual  consideration  of  these  facts;  (1)  that  confirmation  is  not  included  among 
matters  essential  to  Church  unity  in  the  Lambeth  overture;  (2)  that  while  in  the 
Episcopal  Church  confirmation  is  cherished  as  the  layman’s  ordination  to  his  share 
in  the  priesthood  of  the  whole  Church,  yet  (3)  confirmation  does  not  constitute 
Church  membership;  and  (4)  the  rubric  requiring  confirmation  according  to  a 
general  interpretation  of  it  among  Episcopalians  relates  only  to  their  own  children 
and  catechumens? 

“3.  Administrative  Unity. — Might  not  the  office  and  functions  of  the  Episco¬ 
pate  be  adapted  to  other  Christian  Churches  as  an  organ  of  their  fellowship  and 
a  means  of  executive  unity  in  their  common  Christian  interests? 

“4.  Autonomy  or  Self-Government  of  Individual  Churches. — Might  not 
a  working  agreement  be  practical  by  the  recognition  on  the  one  hand  of  the  self- 
governing  power  of  individual  churches  as  local  units  in  their  immediate  interests 
and  proper  jurisdiction,  while  on  the  other  hand  general  advisory  functions  and 
some  degree  of  Episcopal  direction  should  be  secured  in  matters  pertaining  to  the 
common  work  and  welfare  of  the  Churches? 

“5.  Ordination. — The  question  conerning  valid  ordination  of  the  ministry 
was  resolved  into  the  three  following  inquiries :  1.  What  further  would  be  deemed 

necessary  to  render  the  existing  ministry  of  other  churches  regular  according  to  the 
Episcopal  order,  and  possessed  of  full  authorization  to  administer  the  sacraments 
in  Episcopal  churches?  2.  Might  not  such  desired  additional  authorization  be  con¬ 
ferred  by  the  Bishops  and  received  by  the  ministers  of  other  churches  with  mutual 
regard  and  without  essential  sacrifices?  3.  To  secure  such  regularity  and  unity 
in  the  Christian  ministry  might  not  the  alternative  form  of  giving  authority  In 
the  Ordinal  of  the  Episcopal  Church  be  rendered  acceptable  to  all  without  essential 
changes  by  the  use  of  a  few  prefatory  and  adaptive  words?  4.  If  this  could  be 
done  and  additional  or  enlarged  authority  could  thus  be  conferred  upon  the  ministry 
of  different  Christian  bodies,  might  not  this  be  a  convincing  manifestation  of  the 
real  spiritual  unity  of  Christ’s  Church,  and  a  long  step  be  taken  toward  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  outward,  visible  unity? 

“The  Conference  further  received  the  suggestion  that  if  such  concordat  could 
be  reached,  it  might  lead  to  similar  understandings  with  other  bodies  of  Christians, 
so  that  in  time  denominational  and  Church  names,  which  are  now  felt  on  all  sides 
to  be  inadequate  or  divisive,  might  lapse  into  secondary,  if  not  temporary,  designa¬ 
tions  of  natural  diversities  in  the  one  Church  of  Christ  in  our  country  ;  and  thus 
the  way  lead  on- toward  that  ‘Church  of  the  future’  which,  in  the  hope  of  all  Chris¬ 
tians,  shall  be  as  wide  as  the  world. 

“The  Conference  was  unanimous  also  in  the  opinion  that  the  obstacles  In  the 
way  of  such  concordat  are  not  insuperable,  and  that  it  is  now  timely  and  desirable 
that  similar  meetings  be  arranged  at  different  centers  between  representatives  of 
different  Christian  Churches  for  the  mutual  comparison  of  views,  for  concessive 
rather  than  controversial  discussion,  and  for  the  serious  consideration  of  what  may 
possibly  be  done  that  we  may  realize  our  common  and  supreme  desire  to  render 
more  visible  the  oneness  or  wholeness  of  Christ’s  Church.” 

The  diocesan  Convention  received  also  a  valuable  report  on  work  among 
foreigners,  which  stated,  in  part: 

“In  some  of  our  churches,  hospitality  is  being  shown  and  services  are  held  in 
foreign  languages  ;  in  Swedish,  by  Swedish  missionaries  of  our  own  communion  ;  In 
Greek,  by  priests  of  the  Russo-Greek  Church.”  The  Commission  has  prepared  for 
publication  in  various  languages  a  statement  in  regard  to  “The  Episcopal  Church,” 
in  which  its  peculiar  legal  title  is  expounded,  the  Catholicity  of  the  Church  Is 
plainly  set  forth,  and  her  position  otherwise  made  clear.  It  is  explained  that 
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“The  Episcopal  Church,  therefore,  is  Catholic,  but  not  Roman  Catholic.  It  is  an 
American  Catholic  Church,  holding  in  this  respect  the  same  position  as  the  Church 
of  England  in  Great  Britian  and  the  Orthodox  Eastern  Church  in  Russia  and 
Greece,  except  that  it  has  no  connection  with  the  State.  In  short,  it  is  an 
American  part  of  the  One  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church.  Catholics  coming 
to  the  United  States  from  Roman  Catholic  countries,  and  keeping  their  allegiance 
to  the  Church  system  of  those  countries,  the  Episcopal  Church  does  not  disturb 
in  that  allegiance.  Catholics  coming  from  the  countries  of  the  Orthodox  Eastern 
Church  it  receives  among  its  own  people,  or  offers  its  buildings  for  the  celebration 
of  the  Greek  rite.  All  Americans,  whatever  their  race  or  previous  Church  alle¬ 
giance,  who  in  this  country  wish  to  keep  the  Catholic  faith  without  other  alle¬ 
giance  than  to  the  whole  Catholic  Church  and  the  Bishop  of  each  diocese,  are 
welcomed  to  the  Episcopal  Church.” 

DELAWARE,  DIOCESE  OF. 

The  consecration  of  the  Bishop-elect,  the  Rev.  Frederick  Joseph  Kins¬ 
man,  D.D.,  took  place  on  the  Festival  of  St.  Simon  and  St.  Jude,  1908,  at 
Wilmington.  He  was  consecrated  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  with  the  Bishops 
of  New  Hampshire  and  Pennsylvania  as  co-consecrators  and  assisted  also  by 
the  Bishops  of  Virginia,  Massachusetts,  Newark,  Central  Pennsylvania,  and 
the  Coadjutor  of  New  Hampshire,  the  latter  of  whom  preached  the  sermon. 

ENGLAND,  CHURCH  OF. 

The  most  important  change  in  the  English  episcopate  was  the  eleva¬ 
tion  of  the  Bishop  Suffragan  of  Stepney,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Cosmo  Gordon  Lang, 
D.D.,  to  the  Archbishopric  of  York,  in  succession  to  the  Most  Rev.  W.  D. 
Maclagan,  D.D.,  D.C.L.,  who  resigned.  The  history  of  the  English  Arch¬ 
bishoprics  shows  it  to  be  most  unusual  for  an  Archbishop  to  resign  his  see, 
and  perhaps  unprecedented  for  a  Bishop  Suffragan  to  be  elevated  to  an 
Archbishopric.  No  changes  have  occurred  during  the  year  among  diocesan 
Bishops. 

Not  much  progress  seems  to  have  been  made  during  the  year  in  the 
settlement  of  problems  before  the  Church.  Prayer  Book  revision  still  hangs 
fire  in  the  Convocations.  Reports  were  presented  at  the  February  session, 
but  received  little  attention  until  the  opening  of  the  May  session.  The 
Upper  House  of  the  Canterbury  Convocation  rejected  a  proposal  to  give  more 
latitude  in  the  duty  resting  upon  all  of  the  clergymen  to  say  daily  morning 
and  evening  prayer.  The  Lower  House  took  favorable  action  respecting  some 
minor  changes,  but  nothing  received  final  action.  That  House  refused  to 
allow  any  amendment  of  the  ornaments  rubric. 

At  the  July  session  the  most  important  action  was  the  recommendation 
of  the  Lower  House  with  respect  to  the  use  of  the  Atlianasian  Creed,  to  the 
effect  that  the  Creed  be  retained  as  heretofore  without  the  existing  rubric, 
and  that  provision  be  made  for  its  liturgical  use  without  the  warning  clauses. 

The  status  of  persons  married  under  the  late  parliamentary  sanction  of 
marriage  with  a  deceased  wife’s  sister  has  been  a  subject  of  perplexity  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  A  case  was  carried  up  to  the  highest  law  courts  from  the 
diocese  of  Norwich  in  which  a  priest,  Canon  Thompson,  refused  to  communi¬ 
cate  parties  thus  married,  and  the  court  (of  only  parliamentary  jurisdiction) 
decided  against  the  priest.  Subsequently,  in  the  Representative  Church  Coun¬ 
cil  a  declaration  was  adopted  by  an  overwhelming  majority  to  the  effect: 

“That  seeing  that  all  marriages  within  the  prohibited  degrees  of  affinity 
(whether  allowed  by  the  law  of  the  land  or  not)  are  wrong  as  being  con¬ 
trary  to  the  moral  rule  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  the  principles  implied 
in  Holy  Scripture  as  interpreted  by  it,  the  use  of  the  Prayer  Book’s  service

for  the  solemnization  of  Holy  Matrimony  in  respect  to  any  such  marriages 
is  most  strongly  to  be  reprobated.” 

Important  legislation  with  respect  to  the  ordination  of  candidates  for 
orders  was  taken  in  the  Canterbury  Convocation,  providing  that  after  Jan¬ 
uary,  1917,  candidates  must  possess  a  University  degree  and  must  also  take 
at  least  one  year’s  course  at  a  recognized  theological  college  “or  under  some 
other  authorized  supervision.”  Any  exception  made  by  any  Bishop  should  be 
reported  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury. 

The  most  picturesque  feature  of  the  year  was  the  great  historical  Pageant 
on  the  grounds  of  Fulham  palace,  which  took  place  in  June,  and  which  illus¬ 
trated  the  history  of  the  Church  of  England  from  the  earliest  days  on  a 
magnificent  scale.  There  were  nearly  4,000  performers  and  the  spectators 
reached  very  many  thousands  more.  Of  similar  interest  was  the  observance 
of  the  one  thousandth  anniversary  of  Wells  Cathedral,  which  was  celebrated 
in  June,  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  taking  part  with  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury  and  other  authorities  of  the  Church.  The  English  Church 
Union  kept  its  fiftieth  anniversary  with  joyful  functions  in  the  same  month. 

FOND  DU  LAC,  DIOCESE  OF. 

An  interesting  event  during  the  year  was  the  celebration  at  the  time  of 
the  diocesan  council  in  June  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  Bishop’s  ordi¬ 
nation  to  the  priesthood,  and  twentieth  of  his  consecration  to  the  episcopate. 
There  was  a  solemn  Eucharist  at  which  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  Dr.  Weller, 
was  celebrant,  the  Bishop  of  Milwaukee  epistoler,  and  the  Bishop  of  Mich¬ 
igan  City  gospeller.  The  latter  also  preached  the  sermon,  a  tribute  to  the 
work  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese.  In  the  evening  a  number  of  historical 
papers  were  read.  Mr.  Erving  Winslow  of  Boston,  who  was  unable  to  be 
present,  sent  a  paper  on  Bishop  Grafton’s  early  life,  which  was  read  in  part 
by  Mr.  Joseph  Grafton  Minot  of  Boston,  a  nephew  of  the  Bishop.  The  Rev. 
Dr.  Dafter  read  a  paper  on  the  “Early  History  of  the  Diocese  of  Fond  du 
Lac”;  and  the  Ven.  Archdeacon  Rogers  a  paper  on  “The  Twenty  Years’  Epis¬ 
copate.”  An  eloquent  and  loving  tribute  to  the  Bishop  was  also  made  by 
General  E.  S.  Bragg.  Letters  and  telegrams  of  regret  and  of  congratulation 
were  read  from  many  absent  persons,  including  the  Russian  Archbishop  Pla¬ 
ton,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Yon  Meyer,  the  Presiding  Bishop,  the  rector 
of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Boston,  and  others. 

Bishop  Grafton  also  made  a  response  in  humble  and  touching  words. 

GILLESPIE,  GEORGE  De  NORMANDIE,  D.D., 

First  Bishop  of  Western  Michigan,  was  born  in  Goshen,  N.  Y.,  June  14, 
1819,  and  died  in  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  March  19,  1909.  He  was  the  son  of 
John  De  Normandie  and  Susan  Bedford  Gillespie  and  was  educated  in  New 
York  and  graduated  from  the  General  Theological  Seminary  in  1840,  in  which 
year  he  was  ordained  deacon  by  Bishop  B.  T.  Onderdonk  of  New  York.  He 
was  advanced  to  the  priesthood  in  1843  by  Bishop  De  Lancey  of  Western  New 
York.  In  1846  he  married  Rebecca  Perrett,  daughter  of  Joshua  and  Rebecca 
Perrett  Lathrop  of  Le  Roy,  N.  Y.,  who  died  some  years  ago.  His  priestly 
work  was  at  Le  Roy,  N.  Y.,  1840-’44;  St.  Paul’s  Church  Cincinnati,  1844-’51; 
Zion  Church,  Palmyra,  N.  Y.,  1851-’61;  and  then  at  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Ann 
Arbor,  Mich.,  1861-’75.  He  was  elected  first  Bishop  of  the  diocese  of  Western 
Michigan  in  1874,  and  was  consecrated  as  such  on  February  24,  1875,  by 
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Bishops  McCoskry  of  Michigan,  Talbot  of  Indiana,  Bissell  of  Vermont,  Rob¬ 
ertson  of  Missouri,  Paddock  of  Massachusetts,  and  Welles  of  Wisconsin,  none 
of  whom  survive  him.  Bishop  Gillespie  was  for  many  years  chairman  of  the 
Michigan  State  Board  of  Corrections  and  Charities,  which  post  he  resigned 
in  1907  by  reason  of  his  feeble  condition.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
senior  in  age  among  the  American  Bishops,  being  more  than  ten  years  older 
than  the  Presiding  Bishop,  and  more  than  seven  years  the  senior  of  the 
Bishop  of  Maryland,  who  now  becomes  senior  in  age  among  his  brethren. 

He  was  buried  from  St.  Mark’s  Pro-Cathedral,  Grand  Rapids,  Mich., 
March  23d.  His  Coadjutor  and  successor,  Bishop  McCormick,  officiated,  being 
assisted  by  the  Bishops  of  Marquette,  Southern  Ohio,  Chicago,  and  the  Pre¬ 
siding  Bishop,  while  the  Bishops  of  Milwaukee  and  Michigan  were  also 
present.  Interment  was  at  Ann  Arbor. 

HARDING,  ALFRED,  D.D.,  LL.D., 

Second  Bishop  of  Washington,  was  born  in  Lisburn,  County  Antrim,  Ireland, 
of  English-Scotch  ancestry,  August  15,  1852.  His  father  was  a  linen  manu¬ 
facturer,  hence  his  Irish  home.  Dr.  Harding  was  educated  at  Pyper’s  Acad¬ 
emy,  Belfast,  and  the  public  schools  of  Dublin.  Later  his  father  removed 
to  the  United  States,  and  the  youth  Alfred  was  called  upon  to  bear  the  family 
burden  at  his  father’s  death.  He  most  successfully  engaged  in  business  in 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  for  several  years,  keeping  up  his  studies  as  he  found  oppor¬ 
tunity.  In  1875  he  matriculated  at  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  Conn.,  having 
prepared  himself  for  college  in  one  year,  and  graduated  as  valedictorian  of  his 
class  in  1879.  In  1882  he  received  his  M.A.  degree,  Avhile  studying  at  the 
Berkeley  Divinity  School,  Middletown,  Conn.  From  this  seminary  he  was 
graduated  in  1882  and  was  ordained  deacon  by  Bishop  Littlejohn  of  Long 
Island,  serving  his  diaconate  at  Trinity  Church,  Geneva,  N.  Y.  In  1883  he 
was  ordained  priest,  and  then  became  first  assistant  to  Dr.  J.  S.  B.  Hodges  of 
St.  Paul’s,  Baltimore,  where  he  remained  nearly  four  years.  In  1887  he  re¬ 
ceived  simultaneous  calls  to  Trinity,  Wilmington,  Del.,  and  St.  Paul’s,  Wash¬ 
ington.  He  accepted  the  latter  call  and  continued  as  rector  of  that  parish  for 
nearly  twenty-two  years,  until  he  was  advanced  to  the  episcopate.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  a  canon  of  the  Cathedral  at  that  time, 
and  had  sat  as  deputy  in  several  General  Conventions  from  Washington.  He 
was  consecrated  in  Trinity  Church,  Washington,  on  the  Feast  of  the  Conver¬ 
sion  of  S.  Paul,  1909,  by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Bishops  of 
New  Jersey  and  Pittsburgh  as  co-consecrators ;  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky  as 
preacher;  the  Bishops  of  Bethlehem  and  Ohio  as  presenters;  while  there  were 
also  present  a  number  of  other  Bishops  with  a  vast  number  of  clergy  and  laity. 

HOUSE  OF  BISHOPS. 

A  session  of  the  House  of  Bishops  was  held  in  New  York,  especially  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  Missionary  Bishops  for  Wyoming  and  Western  Colo¬ 
rado.  There  was  chosen  for  the  former  diocese  the  Rev.  Nathaniel  Seymour 
Thomas,  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  Philadelphia,  and  for  the 
latter  the  Very  Rev.  Benjamin  Brewster,  Dean  of  St.  Mark’s  Cathedral,  Salt 
Lake  City. 

Two  memorials  were  presented  to  the  House  of  Bishops  at  this  session. 
One  was  signed  by  1,165  of  the  clergy  and  asked  that  the  House  of  Bishops 
would  guard  the  ministry  of  the  Church  against  abuses  that  were  being  per- 
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petrated  under  color  of  the  observance  of  Canon  19,  and  that  further  action 
might  be  taken  at  the  next  General  Convention  with  respect  to  that  canon. 
The  House  adopted  the  following  resolution  on  the  subject: 

“That  this  House,  having  had  the  petition  regarding  the  Amendment 
to  Canon  19  laid  before  it  by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  request  the  Presid¬ 
ing  Bishop  to  inform  the  memorialists  that  the  House  is  not  legally  competent 
to  take  any  action  upon  the  memorial  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  General 
Convention,  when  it  will  be  ready  to  give  all  due  consideration  to  the  subjects 
with  which  the  memorial  deals.” 

A  memorial  of  the  New  York  Clerical  Union  asked  that  no  deposition  be 
pronounced  “until  every  effort  has  been  made  to  withhold  it,”  and  asking  also 
that  suspension  be  substituted  for  deposition  wherever  possible.  The  memorial 
expressed  the  belief  that  a  Bishop,  being  permitted  to  depose,  should  also  be 
permitted  to  restore  a  priest  whom  he  had  deposed,  without  asking  the  con¬ 
sent  of  other  Bishops,  as  at  present.  No  action  was  taken  upon  this  memorial. 

HUNTINGTON,  WILLIAM  REED,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  D.C.L. 

Born  in  Lowell,  Mass.,  September  20,  1837,  died  at  Nahant,  Mass.,  July 
26,  1909.  He  had  been  rector  of  Grace  Church,  New  York,  since  1883  and  had 
obtained  a  foremost  position  among  the  American  clergy.  A  graduate  of 
Harvard,  1859,  he  was  ordained  deacon  in  1861  and  priest  in  1862.  His 
diaconate  was  spent  as  assistant  at  Emmanuel  Church,  Boston,  and  from 
1862  to  1863  he  was  rector  of  All  Saints’  Church,  Worcester,  Mass.  He  sat 
in  every  General  Convention  from  1871  until  -.is  death,  representing  first  the 
diocese  of  Massachusetts  and  then  New  York,  and  was  ranked  as  one  of  the 
most  influential  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Deputies.  The  work  of 
Prayer  Book  revision  was  largely  due  to  his  inception  and  he  took  an  active 
part  in  legislation  relating  to  overtures  toward  Christian  unity. 

Dr.  Huntington  was  the  author  of  many  books,  magazine  articles,  and 
pamphlets.  The  best  known  among  these  are:  The  Church  Idea;  The  Peace 
of  the  Church;  Conditional  Immortality ;  A  'National  Church ;  The  Spiritual 
House;  Popular  Misconceptions  of  the  Episcopal  Church ;  Psyche,  a  Study  of 
the  Soul;  The  Causes  of  the  Soul;  A  Short  History  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer;  Four  Key-words  of  Religion;  Theology’s  Eminent  Domain;  Sonnets, 
and  a  Dream;  and  the  Book  Annexed — Its'  Critics  and  Its  Prospects. 

KANSAS,  DIOCESE  OF. 

The  erection  of  a  Cathedral  edifice  at  a  cost  of  about  $90,000  (without 
furnishings)  has  been  determined  upon  and  plans  have  been  drawn  for  the 
purpose.  Most  of  the  money  necessary  is  already  in  hand  or  pledged.  It  is 
anticipated  that  within  two  years  the  building  will  be  erected. 

KNIGHT,  EDWARD  JENNINGS, 

Late  Missionary  Bishop  of  Western  Colorado,  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
November  17,  1864,  and  died  at  Glenwood  Springs,  Col.,  November  15,  1908. 
His  episcopate  was  of  less  than  one  year’s  duration,  he  having  been  conse¬ 
crated  on  December  19,  1907.  His  education  had  been  obtained  at  Columbia 
University  and  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  from  which  latter  he  was 
graduated  as  first  honor  man  in  1891.  He  was  ordained  deacon  in  the  same 
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year  and  priest  a  year  later  by  the  Bishop  of  New  Jersey.  His  entire  priest¬ 
hood  was  spent  as  rector  of  Christ  Church,  Trenton,  N.  J.,  and  head  of  the 
associate  mission  in  that  city. 


LLOYD,  ARTHUR  SELDON,  D.D., 

Bishop.  Coadjutor  of  Virginia,  was  born  at  Mount  Ida,  Alexandria  County, 
Va.,  May  3,  1857.  He  was  educated  in  the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute, 
the  University  of  Virginia,  and  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Virginia,  and  has 
received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Roanoke  College.  He  was  ordained  deacon 
in  1880  and  priest  in  1881,  both  by  Bishop  Whittle  of  Virginia.  From  1880 
until  1885  he  was  a  missionary  in  central  Virginia,  and  from  the  latter  year 
until  1889  was  rector  of  St.  Luke’s  Church,  Norfolk,  Va.  In  1889  he  be¬ 
came  secretary  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  in  that 
capacity  has  become  widely  known  in  every  part  of  the  American  Church  and 
beyond.  He  declined  elections  as  Bishop  of  Mississippi  in  1903;  as  Bishop 
of  Kentucky  in  1904;  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Southern  Virginia  in  1905  and 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Maryland  in  1908.  Elected  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  in  1909,  he  accepted  the  election  and  was  consecrated  on  October  20, 
1909,  in  Christ  Church,  Alexandria,  Va.,  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  with  the 
Bishops  of  Virginia  and  Southern  Virginia  as  co-consecrators,  other  Bishops 
also  assisting. 


MARYLAND,  DIOCESE  OF. 

An  election  for  Bishop  Coadjutor  was  held  on  October  1,  1908,  at  which 
the  Rev.  A.  S.  Lloyd,  D.D.,  was  chosen,  but  declined  his  election. 

Though  five  actual  ballots  were  taken,  it  was  with  the  arrangement  that 
the  first  three  were  informal  and  not  to  be  conclusive,  even  though  a  canon¬ 
ical  majority  should  have  been  given  to  any  candidate.  It  was  not,  however 
until  the  second  formal  vote  that  an  election  was  reached.  After  the  fourth 
(the  first  formal)  ballot,  the  Rev.  John  G.  Murray,  D.D.,  who  had  at  first 
received  the  largest  number  of  lay  votes,  withdrew  his  name.  As  it  was  neces¬ 
sary  that  the  successful  candidate  should  receive  a  majority  not  only  of  the 
votes  cast,  but  of  the  entire  number  of  qualified  voters  in  both  “orders,”  it 
was  not  until  the  conclusion  of  the  fifth  ballot  that  a  canonical  majority  of 
both  orders  was  reached.  The  ballots  in  detail  were  as  follows:

After  the  third  informal  ballot,  Dr.  Eccleston  withdrew  his  name,  but  he 
continued  to  be  voted  for  notwithstanding.

After  that  vote  was  announced,  Bishop  Paret  offered  from  the  chair  a 
resolution  that  the  Convention  adjourn  sine  die,  remarking  that  it  was  evi¬ 
dent  that  it  would  now  be  difficult  for  a  wise  choice  to  be  made,  and  the 
necessity  of  the  diocese  was  not  merely  for  a  Coadjutor,  but  for  the  right 
Coadjutor. 

A  third  and  successful  attempt  to  obtain  a  Coadjutor  was  made  at  the 
diocesan  convention  of  1909,  when  the  Bev.  John  Gardner  Murray,  D.D.,  was 
chosen  on  the  first  formal  ballot,  receiving  80  out  of  87  clerical  votes  and  73 
out  of  78  lay  votes.  Three  informal  ballots  had  first  been  taken  with  results 
as  follows:

MISSIONARY. 


The  fiscal  year  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  which 
closes  nominally  September  1st,  but  in  which  the  books  were  left  open  until 
September  28th,  closed  with  the  best  record  for  general  missions  that  has  yet 
been  made,  and  that  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  receipts  up  to  June  1st  showed 
only  an  increase  of  $27,500  over  those  of  the  year  previous,  which  meant  the 
prospect  of  an  impending  deficit  that  would  exceed  $100,000.  It  is  not  usual 
for  a  large  amount  of  the  missionary  income  to  be  received  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  months,  but  the  death  of  the  distinguished  treasurer,  Mr.  George  C. 
Thomas,  which  occurred  in  April,  led  Churchmen  in  many  parts  of  the  coun¬ 
try  to  express  emphatically  their  view  that  the  mission  work  must  not  be 
allowed  to  pause  by  reason  of  the  removal  of  so  generous  a  giver  and  un¬ 
tiring  a  worker.  By  July  1st  the  excess  in  offerings  over  the  year  previous 
had  reached  $73,000,  by  August  1st,  $97,700,  and  by  September  15th  $110,700. 
The  total  contributions  of  parishes  and  individuals  for  the  year  aggregate 
$554,807.14.  The  statistical  tables  show  this  in  detail.  Figures  as  to  contri¬ 
butions  of  Woman’s  Auxiliary  and  children  are  not  available  at  this  writing. 
The  year’s  receipts,  therefore,  pay  the  year’s  apportionments  in  full  and  also 
reduce  the  deficit  with  which  the  year  began  to  a  little  over  $40,000.  Large 
bequests  from  the  estates  of  George  C.  Thomas  and  Miss  Mary  Rhinelander 
King  have  been  reported  during  the  year  for  addition  to  the  invested  trust 
funds  held  by  the  Society.  Such  a  trust  to  be  received  from  the  estate  of  Mr. 
Thomas  included  three  separate  bequests: — one  of  $100,000,  the  income  to  be 
used  for  the  purposes  of  the  society;  one  of  $50,000,  to  be  used  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  work  done  by  the  society;  and  one  of  $15,000,  to  be  used 
a 
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to  further  in  any  way  that  the  Board  might  think  best  the  Lenten  Offerings 
of  the  Sunday  schools. 

Under  Miss  King’s  will  the  Missionary  Society,  in  addition  to  being 
residuary  legatee,  will  -receive  a  valuable  piece  of  property  in  New  York  City, 
to  be  held  in  trust  and  the  net  income  therefrom  to  be  used  for  the  general 
work.  Miss  King  also  created  two  funds,  one  of  $20,000  and  one  of  $10,000, 
to  be  held  by  the  Board  and  the  ‘income  to  be  applied  to  colored  missions. 
Eventually  the  society  will  receive  Miss  King’s  country  estate  on  Long  Is¬ 
land,  with  liberty  to  dispose  of  it  and  use  the  proceeds  for  its  corporate  pur¬ 
poses.  There  was  also  reported  to  the  Board  of  Missions  at  its  September 
meeting  a  further  gift  from  Mrs.  George  C.  Thomas  of  $100,000  for  a  me¬ 
morial  fund  in  honor  of  her  husband. 

The  apportionment  of  last  year  was  continued  in  force  for  another  year, 
and  in  appropriations  for  the  coming  year,  $25,000  is  added  for  Church  ex¬ 
tension  work  in  the  United  States  among  white  people,  and  $29,500  for 
similar  work  among  negroes. 

The  general  secretaryship  of  the  Society,  made  vacant  by  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Lloyd,  D.D.,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Virginia,  is 
left  open  in  order  to  give  to  the  next  General  Convention  the  opportunity  to 
make  any  changes  in  missionary  administration  that  may  be  deemed  useful. 

Missionary  Councils  have  now  been  organized  in  all  the  missionary  de¬ 
partments,  each  of  which  now  has  a  department  secretary,  chosen  by  the 
Council  and  supported  by  the  General  Board  of  Missions.  In  the  First  De¬ 
partment  the  “Missionary  Council  of  the  Department  of  New  England”  was 
organized  in  December,  1908,  at  a  council  held  in  Boston.  The  Missionary 
Council  of  the  Second  Department  was  organized  in  New  York  in  November, 
1908.  The  Third  Department  held  its  Council  in  Philadelphia  in  November, 
1908;  the  Fourth,  to  he  known  as  the  Department  of  Sewanee,  was  organized 
in  Jackson,  Miss.,  the  same  month;  the  Fifth  had  been  organized  before 
the  present  year  began,  and  held  its  Missionary  Council  in  Chicago,  1908; 
the  Missionary  Council  of  the  Sixth  Department  was  held  in  Fargo,  N.  D.,  in 
November;  of  the  Seventh,  in  Topeka,  Kas.,  in  January,  1909;  and  of  the 
Eighth  in  Spokane,  Wash.,  in  April.  These  Missionary  Councils  take  steps 
to  increase  missionary  fervor  within  their  various  departments,  and  after  the 
manner  of  a  conference,  discuss  the  problems  and  possibilities  of  missionary 
work. 

MURRAY,  JOHN  GARDNER,  D.D., 

Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Maryland,  was  born  in  Lonaconing,  Md.,  August  31, 
1857.  His  parents  were  natives  of  Scotland  and,  like  their  ancestors  for 
many  generations,  were  Presbyterians.  He  was  educated  at  Wyoming  Semi¬ 
nary,  Kingston,  Pa.,  and  in  theology  at  Drew  Theological  Seminary,  Madison, 
N.  J.,  his  intention  at  that  time  being  to  enter  the  Methodist  ministry.  In 
chat,  however,  his  purpose  was  changed  by  the  death  of  his  father,  which 
chrust  business  responsibilities  upon  him,  which  lie  carried  through  with 
success.  His  business  operations  extended  into  Kansas,  Colorado,  New  Mexico, 
and  Alabama.  In  the  last  named  state  lie  was  confirmed  in  the  Church  by 
che  late  Bishop  Wilmer  on  July  4,  1884,  and  was  licensed  lay  reader  on  the 
«*ame  day.  He  entered  the  ministry  of  the  Church  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
1893,  being  ordained  deacon  by  Bishop  Jackson  in  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Selma, 
Ala.,  and  priest  in  the  same  church  by  Bishop  Wilmer,  April  16,  1894. 
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He  assumed  charge  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  diocese  in  southern 
Alabama,  and  continued  there  until  1896,  in  which  year  he  became  rector  of 
the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Birmingham.  In  1903  he  was  called  to  the  rector¬ 
ship  of  the  Church  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  con¬ 
tinued  in  charge  of  that  church  until  the  time  of  his  consecration  as  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  Maryland  on  the  festival  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  1909. 

In  1903  Dr.  Murray  was  elected  to  the  Bishopric  of  Mississippi,  and  in 
1904  to  the  Bishopric  of  Kentucky,  both  of  which  elections  he  declined.  He 
was  elected  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Maryland  upon  the  first  formal  ballot,  receiv¬ 
ing  eighty  of  eighty-seven  clerical,  and  seventy-three  of  seventy-eight  lay 
votes  .  At  the  time  of  his  consecration  he  was  Archdeacon  of  Baltimore,  and 
a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  diocese  of  Maryland. 

He  was  consecrated  in  his  own  parish  church  by  the  Bishops  of  Maryland, 
Delaware,  and  Washington,  with  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta  as  preacher,  and  the 
Bishops  of  Harrisburg  and  Western  Michigan  as  presenters.  Other  Bishops 
present  included  those  of  Easton,  Southern  Virginia,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor 
of  West  Virginia,  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  and  the  Bishop  of  Niagara,  Canada — 
eleven  in  all. 

NEW  YORK,  DIOCESE  OF. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  diocesan  Convention  held  in  November, 
1908,  was  the  general  endorsement  of  the  work  of  the  Social  Service  Com¬ 
mission  in  such  wise  that  it  was  provided  that  the  several  Archdeaconries 
may,  at  their  discretion,  “appoint  fraternal  delegates  to  confer  or  to  sit  with 
any  local  labor  organization  or  any  association  of  wage-earners  or  association 
of  employers.”  All  the  way  through  the  report,  as  finally  adopted,  employers’ 
associations  are  placed  on  the  same  footing  as  the  wage-earners’  organiza¬ 
tions,  whereas  in  the  original  draft  the  employers’  side  of  the  question  was 
not  mentioned.  Provision  is  made  for  inviting  “any  local  organization  of 
labor  or  association  of  wage  earners  or  any  association  of  employers  To  send 
representatives  to  take  such  part  as  may  be  mutually  agreeable  in  any  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Social  Service  Board  or  the  Executive  Committee  in  any  Arch¬ 
deaconry.”  , 

There  was  also  a  resolution  enacted  providing  that  the  minimum  salary 
for  an  unmarried  clergyman  in  a  diocese  should  be  $1,200,  and  for  a  married 
clergyman  a  like  sum  with  a  suitable  place  to  live,  or  else  $1,500  in  money. 

OLD  CATHOLICS. 

Information  was  conveyed  by  Bishop  Mathew,  representative  of  the  Old 
Catholic  episcopate  in  England,  in  February,  that  the  Archbishop  of  Utrecht, 
Holland,  acting  upon  the  advice  of  his  colleagues,  will  shortly  appoint  a  com¬ 
mission  of  theologians  to  make  inquiry  in  regard  to  the  validity  of  the  An¬ 
glican  succession  of  Bishops.  He  asks  that  parties  willing  to  assist  in  this 
inquiry  by  the  contribution  of  relevant  material  will  communicate  with  the 
Right  Rev.  Monseigneur  J.  J.  van  Thiel,  Lord  Bishop  of  Haarlem,  35  Back- 
enessergracht,  Haarlem,  Holland;  or  with  Bishop  Mathew,  addressed  to  him  at 
Pratt’s  Valley,  near  Orpington,  Kent,  England. 

The  Church  of  Holland  has  adopted  the  use  of  the  vernacular  in  place 
of  Latin  in  the  Mass  and  other  liturgical  offices,  and  in  translating  has  made 
a  number  of  changes  in  the  Missal,  including  the  omission  of  the  Filioque 
clause  from  the  Creed.  The  name  of  the  Pope  is  omitted  from  the  canon; 
the  antiphonal  Gradual,  Alleluia,  Tract,  the  Offertory,  the  prayer  Haec 
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Commixtio,  and  the  antiphonal  Communio  have  been  omitted.  The  names  of 
saints  mentioned  in  the  canon  are  changed  to  allow  of  the  introduction  of 
some  bearing  special  relation  to  the  Church  of  Holland.  The  new  Liturgy  is 
not  made  compulsory,  but  the  Bishops  express  the  hope  that  it  will  ultimately 
be  used  in  all  their  churches  and  immediately  in  most  of  them. 

The  relations  between  Old  Catholics  and  Anglicans,  which  have  been  much 
less  intimate  in  recent  years  than  formerly,  have  been  somewhat  stimulated 
during  the  past  year.  There  has  also  been  organized  fo  promoting  that  ob¬ 
ject,  the  Society  of  St.  Willibbobd  (which  see). 

PENNSYLVANIA,  DIOCESE  OF. 

The  diocese  celebrated  its  one  hundred  and  twenty-fifth  anniversary  at 
the  opening  of  its  convention  in  May  in  old  Christ  church,  the  historic 
edifice  of  Colonial  times.  The  foundation  of  the  diocese  in  1784  on  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  White,  afterward  first  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  pre¬ 
ceded/  by  a  year,  the  holding  of  the  first  General  Convention  of  the  American 
Church.  Both  of  these  early  conventions,  diocesan  and  general,  like  the  pres¬ 
ent  commemorative  service,  were  held  in  Christ  Church.  At  the  latter  a 
massive  Communion  service  of  sterling  silver  presented  by  Queen  Anne  more 
than  two  hundred  years  ago  was  used. 

SOCIETY  OF  ST.  WILLIBRORD. 

A  society  bearing  the  above-named  title  has  been  organized  in  England  for 
the  purpose  of  promoting  more  intimate  relations  between  Old  Catholics  and 
Anglicans.  There  are  two  presidents,  representing  both  communions,  and  vice- 
presidents  selected  from  among  the  Bishops  and  clerical  members  of  each. 
The  saint  after  whom  the  society  is  named  was  an  Englishman  who  became 
the  apostle  of  Holland  and  first  Archbishop  of  Utrecht.  A  branch  of  the  or¬ 
ganization  has  also  been  formed  in  the  United  States  with  the  Rev.  Dr. 
William  Harman  van  Allen  as  American  secretary. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA,  DIOCESE  OF. 

At  the  diocesan  convention  held  in  May  there  was  organized  a  separate 
council  for  colored  Churchmen,  at  the  request  of  the  clergy  of  that  race. 
Colored  workers  in  the  diocese  will,  therefore,  possess  autonomy  under  the 
Bishop.  A  committee  was  appointed  at  the  same  diocesan  council  to  con¬ 
sider  the  question  of  the  division  of  the  diocese. 

THOMAS,  GEORGE  C. 

Born  in  Philadelphia  October  28,  1839;  died  in  the  same  city  April  21, 
1909.  He  had  attained  to  the  distinction  of  being  probably  the  foremost 
layman  in  the  Church,  not  only  by  reason  of  continued  and  magnificent  gifts 
to  Church  work  in  many  departments,  local  and  general,  but  even  more  by 
his  constant  personal  service  among  *  those  who  needed  friendship  locally, 
and  in  the  Church  at  large  as  treasurer  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society.  He  was  also  for  many  years  a  deputy  to  General  Conven¬ 
tion  from  Pennsylvania,  and  was  active  in  the  promulgation  of  Church  and 
philanthropic  work  generally.  Among  his  largest  gifts  of  money,  which  aug¬ 
mented,  but  were  never  allowed  to  supersede,  his  gifts  of  time  and  labor  for 
every  good  cause,  were  sums  for  the  erection  of  Philadelphia  edifices  as  fol¬ 
lows:  The  .Chapel  of  the  Holy  Communion  at  Twenty-seventh  and  Wharton 
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Streets,  in  memory  of  a  daughter,  Bessie  Moorhead  Thomas;  the  Richard  New¬ 
ton  memorial  Parish  House  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  Twenty-first 
and  Christian  Streets;  Cooper  Battalion  Hall,  at  Twenty- third  and  Christian 
Streets,  for  use  of  the  members  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles  as  a 
gymnasium  and  for  other  purposes;  a  fine  parish  house  for  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Communion;  the  Boys’  Club  House  in  Kensington,  and  a  large  lot  upon 
which  is  erected  the  nurses’  home  at  the  Hahnemann  Hospital;  the  building 
.and  furnishing  of  the  fine  memorial  church  of  St.  Paul  at  Fifteenth  and  Porter 
streets,  at  a  cost  of  over  $50,000.  A  few  years  ago  he  endowed  a  permanent 
chaplaincy  at  the  Episcopal  Hospital,  Philadelphia.  He  was  generous  also 
in  missionary  work  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  not  only  giving  largely  to  the 
missionary  funds,  but  making  many  special  gifts.  With  Mrs.  Thomas  he  built 
a  $25,000  building  for  use  of  our  soldiers  and  sailors  stationed  at  Manila, 
in  the  Philippines,  which  is  under  the  supervision  of  Bishop  Brent.  And  few 
missionary  districts  or  missionary  dioceses  have  not  been  partakers  of  his 
bounty.  In  his  will,  also,  he  left  bequests  for  charitable  and  missionary  pur¬ 
poses  amounting  to  about  $1,000,000. 

The  tower  of  the  church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  Philadelphia,  being  the 
church  in  which  Mr.  Thomas  worshipped  for  many  years,  was  given  as  a 
tribute  of  appreciation  by  members  and  friends  of  the  parish  in  1901. 

THOMAS,  NATHANIEL  SEYMOUR,  S.T.D., 

Missionary  Bishop  of  Wyoming,  is  a  son  of  Elisha  Smith  Thomas,  second  Bishop 
of  Kansas,  and  was  born  in  Faribault,  Minn.,  in  1867.  He  was  graduated  at 
the  University  of  Minnesota  with  the  degree  of  B.A.  in  1889,  and  became  one 
of  the  faculty  of  St.  John’s  Military  Academy,  Salina,  Kansas,  which  position 
he  resigned  to  complete  his  studies  at  the  University  of  Cambridge,  England. 
Returning  home  after  a  year  and  a  half,  he  entered  the  Theological  School 
of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas,  from  which  he  received  his  B.D.  degree.  He  received 
Holy  Orders  at  the  hands  of  his  father,  who  ordered  him  deacon  in  1891  and 
advanced  him  to  the  priesthood  in  1893.  His  early  ministry  was  spent  in 
Kansas,  where  he  was  first  at  Ottawa  and  then  at  Topeka.  During  this  min¬ 
istry  he  founded  the  church  at  Olathe.  From  1894  until  1897  he  was  in  charge 
of  St.  Paul’s  and  St.  John’s  Churches,  Leavenworth,  Professor  of  New  Testa¬ 
ment  Exegesis  in.  the  Kansas  Theological  School,  and  Dean  of  the  Atchison 
deanery.  He  became  rector  of  S.  Matthew’s  Church,  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  in 
1897,  and  held  that  post  until  Advent,  1899,  when  he  accepted  the  rectorship 
of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  Philadelphia.  The  fact  that  his  most 
distinguished  parishioner  was  Mr.  George  C.  Thomas,  whose  life  and  fortune 
were  being  devoted  largely  to  the  Church,  gave  to  that  parish  and  its  rector 
an  opportunity  second  to  none  in  the  country,  and  it  was  an  opportunity  that 
was  fully  developed.  Mr.  Thomas  declined  an  election  as  Missonary  Bishop 
of  Salina  in  1902.  For  three  years  he  held  a  lectureship  in  the  Philadelphia 
Divinity  School  on  the  Jay  Cooke  foundation,  was  one  of  the  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors  of  the  Episcopal  Hospital,  president  of  the  Galilee  mission,  and  one  of 
the  examining  chaplains  of  the  diocese.  He  was  consecrated  as  the  first  Mis¬ 
sionary  Bishop  of  Wyoming  in  his  parish  church  on  May  6,  1909,  by  the  Pre¬ 
siding  Bishop  with  the  Bishops  of  Pennsylvania  and  West  Virginia  as  co- 
consecrators ;  the  Bishop  of  Bethlehem  as  preacher;  the  Bishop  of  Idaho  and 
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the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Pennsylvania  as  presenting  Bishops.  There  were  also 
present  the  Bishops  of  New  Jersey,  Delaware,  Harrisburg,  and  Colorado. 

UNITY,  CHRISTIAN. 

It  cannot  probably  be  said  that  the  cause  of  Christian  unity  has  made 
notable  advance  during  the  past  year,  but  three  special  phases  of  that  sub¬ 
ject,  in  which  particularly  helpful  steps  have  been  taken,  are  narrated 
severally  under  the  heads  Anglican  and  Easteen  Oktiiodox  Union,  Connecti¬ 
cut,  Diocese  of,  and  Society  of  St.  Willibkoed. 

VIRGINIA,  DIOCESE  OF. 

Request  having  been  made  by  the  Bishop  for  the  election  of  a  Coadjutor 
by  reason  of  the  great  extent  of  the  diocese,  choice  wTas  made  on  December 
17,  1908  of  the  Rev.  Berryman  Green,  D.D.,  Professor  at  the  Virginia  The¬ 
ological  Seminary,  for  that  office,  though  Dr.  Green  afterward  declined  his 
election.  Three  ballots  were  found  necessary  in  order  to  effect  the  result, 
and  the  vote  was  afterward  made  unanimous.  Dr.  Green’s  declination  neces¬ 
sitated  a  second  eelction,  as  the  result  of  which  the  Rev.  Aetiiue  S.  Lloyd, 
D.D.,  general  secretary  for  missions,  was  chosen  at  the  annual  Council  in 
May,  and  on  the  first  ballot,  the  result  of  which  was  as  follows:

WESTERN  MICHIGAN,  DIOCESE  OF. 

The  death  of  the  Bishop  of  this  diocese,  the  Right  Rev.  George  De 
Normandie  Gillespie,  D.D.,  occurred  at  his  home  in  Grand  Rapids  on  March 
19th.  He  was  succeeded  in  the  episcopate  by  the  Coadjutor,  the  Right  Rev. 
John  N.  McCormick,  D.D.

The  succession  prior  to  Stigand,  being  in  the  Saxon  period,  cannot  be  traced 
by  naming  exact  consecrators,  because  records  have  not  come  down  to  us.  The 
succession  was  maintained  during  this  period  in  like  manner  with  that  in  other 
lands  and  other  countries.  No  Bishop  could  have  sat  in  the  House  of  Lords  nor 
been  received  in  his  Diocese  without  giving  proof  of  his  canonical  consecration 
by  Bishops.  Consecrations  were  by  authority  of  the  Archbishops  of  Canterbury  or 
York,  or  by  that  of  Bishops  consecrated  by  these.  The  line  of  succession  may, 
therefore,  be  traced  through  the  list  of  Archbishops,  remembering  that  frequently 
intervening  Bishops  must  have  acted  as  consecrators  during  vacancies  in  the 
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archiepiscopal  sees,  but  that  those  intervening  Bishops  would  have  received  their 
orders  from  one  of  the  Archbishops  with  other  Bishops.

Prior  to  668  the  English  succession  is  traced  through  the  Bishops  of  Borne ; 
and  although  there  had  been  Bishops  in  England  since  the  third  century,  it  is 
impossible  to  trace  any  tactual  connection  between  them  and  the  English  episcopate 
after  the  consecration  of  Theodore  for  Canterbury  and  Wilfrid  for  York.  It  is  pos¬ 
sible  that  the  older  line  was  preserved  by  collateral  consecyators,  but  unhappily 
no  evidence  pointing  to  it  has  come  down  to  us.  The  earlier  Irish  and  Welsh 
lines,  also,  were  apparently  not  preserved,  consecrations  being  given  by  English 
Bishops  in  mediaeval  centuries.  Dr.  Waterman  shows  (pp.  67,  68)  that  connection 
between  the  later  and  the  earlier  lines  in  England  has  probably  not  been  preserved. 
Prior  to  668,  therefore,  the  chief  line,  at  least,  in  the  Anglo-American  succession 
is  derived  through  the

In  other  lines  the  present  Anglo-American  episcopate  can  be  traced  to  the 
Hungarian  succession  through  Marco  Antonio  de  Dominis,  Abp.  of  Spalato,  who 
assisted  at  the  consecration  of  George  Monteigne,  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  1617  to  whom 
all  can  trace  [see  Waterman,  Table  II.]. 

It  can  be  traced  to  Edmund  Bonner,  Bishop  of  London  (1549),  through  Irish 
and  English  sources  that  do  not  pass  through  the  line  of  Matthew  Parker  or  any 
of  his  consecrators  [see  Waterman,  Table  III.]. 

In  the  line  of  the  Scottish  episcopate,  through  Samuel  Seabury,  first  American 
Bishop,  the  line  is  merged  with  the  English  succession  in  William  Laud,  to  whom 
all  trace,  who  was  cons.  1621  by  George  Monteigne,  who  was  cons,  in  1617  by 
Archbishop  Abbot,  11th  removed  in  the  succession  through  Bishop  White.

The  General  Convention  recommends  an  annual  offering  from  each  church  ;  that 
a  percentage  of  the  Communion  alms  be  given  to  this  fund ;  that  it  be  remembered 
in  legacies,  bequests,  and  wills  ;  and  given  the  royalty  on  the  Hymnal.  _ 

This  fund  systematically  secures  and  pays  out  pensions  and  annuities  to  over 
500  persons  (clergy,  widows,  and  orphans,  the  family  unit)  “upon  the  basis  of  need 
and  character  alone,”  without  regard  to  age,  diocese,  or  payment  of  premium.  The 
By-Laws  of  1859  and  canons  provide  for  Automatic  Tension  at  64  upon  designation 
of  offerings.  It  is  the  only  pension  and  relief  fund  of  over  sixty  dioceses  merged 
with  it  Annual  subscriptions  earnestly  solicited.  All  churches  and  clergy  should 
be  on  the  records.  Remember  the  fund  by  legacies  and  bequests  in  wills.

Each  clergyman’s  name  appears  once  under  the  head  either  of  “Parishes,  Mis¬ 
sions  and  Clergy,”  or  “Non-I’arochial  Clergy,”  in  the  Diocese  with  which  he  is 
canonically  connected.  Where  one  of  his  cures  is  also  his  P.  O.  address,  his  name 
will  there  be  found.  If  he  has  no  cure  at  his  P.  O.  address,  his  name  will  appear  at 
his  cure,  with  his  P.  O.  in  parentheses.  Lesser  points  ministered  to  by  the  same 
clergyman  will  have  references  in  italic  to  his  main  cure.  Thus  : 

“Athens,  S.  Timothy’s,  r.  New  Decatur.” 

This  reference  in  italics  indicates  that  the  rector  of  New  Decatur  is  in  charge  of 
S.  Timothy’s,  Athens.  His  name  will  be  found  by  looking  at  “New  Decatur.”  This 
obviates  the  delays,  expense,  and  annoyance  of  sending  mail  matter  for  the  rector  of 
New  Decatur  to  his  lesser  cure  at  Athens. 

Where  the  P.  O.  is  not  the  same  as  the  principal  cure,  it  is  designated  thus  : 

Opelika,  Emmanuel,  T.  J.  Beard,  D.D.  (Birmingham). 

This  shows  that  the  missionary  at  Opelika  resides  at  Birmingham,  but  has  no 
charge  in  the  latter  city. 

This  method  has  the  advantage  of  showing  at  a  glance  the  correct  P.  O.  address 
of  each  of  the  clergy  in  any  given  Diocese,  and  also  shows  which  is  the  principal, 
and  which  the  lesser,  charge  of  any  one  clergyman.

CHINA  MISSION. 

Comprises  those  portions  of  China  embraced  in  the  Provinces  of  Kiangsu,  Nganhwui 
and  Hupeh,  and  those  parts  of  the  Provinces  of  Kiangsi  and  Hunan  adjacent  to  the 
Yangtse  River.
